SIR, 

We have the honour to lay before you our Thirty- 
seventh Annual Report on the Condition and Management of 
Lunatics and Lunatic Asylums in Scotland. 

We have to record with great regret the retirement at the close Retirement of 
of the past year of Sir Arthur Mitchell, K.C.B., one of the Medical SMitebel 
Commissioners, He was connected with the Board from the time K.CB. 
of its institution in 1858, and he has taken a leading part in the 
institution and development of the system of lunacy administra- 
tion as it now exists in Scotland. To him belongs in a special 
sense the credit of establishing and developing the system of caring 
for the insane in private dwellings, the feature of lunacy adminis- 
tration which chiefly distinguishes the administration in Scotland 
from that of other countries. His complete knowledge of everything 
connected with the origin and growth of lunacy administration, 
his deep interest in all questions bearing upon the well-being 
of the insane, his eminent ability, his energy and devotion to his 
work, his sound judgment, and the weight which his opinion 
everywhere carried, make his retirement a loss of no ordinary 
magnitude to the public service as well as to his colleagues. 

The vacancy caused by the retirement of Sir Arthur Mitchell has Changes 
been filled by the promotion of Dr John Fraser to the office of following 
Commissioner. The vacant Deputy Commissionership thus arising 
has been filled by the appointment of Dr John Francis Sutherland, 
formerly medical officer of Her Majesty’s Prison, Glasgow. 


I. THE NUMBER OF THE INSANE ON THE lst OF Number of 
JANUARY 1895, the Insane, 


The number of the insane in Scotland on Ist J anuary of the Number of 
Lunatics on 
present year, exclusive of unreported lunatics maintained in private 1st January 
dwellings from private sources, is shown in the tabular statement 18%. 
on the following page. 


It appears from this statement that of the 13,852 insane persons 
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in Scotland, of whom we had official cognizance at that date, 2138 
were maintained from private sources, 11,660 by parochial rates, 
and 54 at the expense of the State. 

In our Thirty-second Annual Report we presented, in accordance 
with our custom on the completion of a quinquenniad, a detailed 
retrospect of the changes which had taken place in the numbers 
and distribution of the insane since the Ist of January 1858. As 
the end of last year marks the close of another quinquenniad, we 
include in the present Réport not only a statistical statement of 
the results of the past year, but also a comparison of the statistics 
of the quinquenniad 1890-94, with those of previous quinquenniads 
(see page lv). 


IJ. STATISTICS OF LUNACY FOR THE YEAR 1894. 
CHANGES IN THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE INSANE DURING THE YEAR. 


With regard to the distribution of the insane in the different 
classes of establishments. and in private dwellings, as shown in 
the Table on the opposite page, the following differences appear in 
the manner of distribution of registered * lunatics at Ist January 
1895, when compared with what it was at Ist January 1894. . 

In Royal and District Asylums there is an increase of 87 private 
patients and an increase of 222 pauper patients, 

In Private Asylums there is a decrease of 6 patients. 

In Parochial Asylums there is an increase of 112 pauper 
patients. | 
In Lunatic Wards of Poorhouses there is an increase of 7 pauper 

patients. 

In Private Dwellings there is an increase of 5 private patients 
and an increase of 112 pauper patients. 

Tables I., I. and IIT. (Appendix A) show the number of patients, 
the manner of their disposal, and their proportion to population 
and to ordinary pauperism at Ist January 1895, as compared with 
previous years. 

The general results during 1894, as compared with 1893, are, in 
regard to registered lunatics, as follows :-—(1) There was a total 
increase of 539, of whom 87 were private patients, and 452 were 
pauper patients, (2) Of the total increase of 539, the increased 
number in establishments was 422, and in private dwellings 117. 
(3) Of the increased number of 422 in establishments, 82 were 
private patients and 340 were pauper patients. As the average 
annual increase in the number of private patients in establish- 
ments in the five years 1891-95 has been 49, and of pauper 
patients 206, the increase in the number, both of private and of 
pauper patients in establishments during the last year has been 
considerably above the average annual increase of the quinquen- 
niad. (4) All pauper lunatics in establishments continue — to. be 
provided for in institutions of a public character. ,

Tt must be kept in view, in connection with the statistical 
Tables giving the number of lunatics classified into private and 
pauper patients, that each patient does not necessarily continue 
till his discharge in the class to which he belonged on being placed 
on the Board’s register. The results shown depend partly on the 
number of persons who, while continuing on the Board’s register, 
cease 40 be private patients and become paupers, and vice versa. 
The following tabular statement shows for the past ten years the 
number of pauper patients who have become private patients, 
and the number of private patients who have become pauper

The figures of this statement show that want of steadiness from 
year to year which is to be expected from the smallness of the 
numbers dealt with; but if the total numbers in the first five years 
are compared with those of the last five, it will be found that the 
figures yield results for the two periods which are practically 
identical. The average number in the first five years, transferred 
from the pauper to the private class, was 23, and from the private 
to the pauper class, 42 ; in the second five years these averages were 
respectively 22 and 41.

oo ae from Table IV. (Appendix A) shows the total number of private and 
ee pauper lunatics on the register at 1st January of each year from 
1874 to 1895, the number placed on the register during each year 

from 1874 to 1894, and the number removed therefrom each year 
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by discharge or death. It further shows, for each year, the excess 
of the number placed on the register over the number removed 
from the register, and the proportion of deaths per cent. on the 
average number on the register. 

It will be observed that the average excess of the number placed 
on the register over the number removed from the register is 298 
for the quinquenniad 1890-94, being 23 greater than the average 
excess in any quinquenniad for the twenty years covered by the 
Table, and that the excess of admissions to the register over 
removals from it, was 539 in 1894, being the highest excess 
recorded in the Table. 

Table V. (Appendix A) shows for each year from 1874 to 1894, 
the total number of private and pauper lunatics registered during 
the year, who had never previously been registered as lunatics, 
and the proportion of such lunatics per 100,000 of population. 


INCREASE IN THE NUMBER OF PAUPER LUNATICS IN THE 
Past YEAR. 


The increase in the number of pauper patients during the past 
year, 452, is the largest increase that has taken place in any one 
year since the Board entered on its functions in 1858, and the 
fact makes it desirable that we should mention the localities in 
which the increase has chiefly occurred. 

If the numbers chargeable to the various counties at 1st January 
1894 be compared with those at 1st January 1895;it will be found 
(1) that of the total increase, 253 or 56 per cent. was contributed 
by the following counties, all of which have large urban centres 
of population:—Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Forfar, Lanark and Renfrew; 
(2) that 67, or 15 per cent. of the increase was contributed by 
counties having smaller active industrial centres, either towns or 
rural mining districts, namely Ayr, Dumbarton, Linlithgow, 
Selkirk and Stirling; (3) that 82, constituting 18 per cent. of the 
increase, was contributed by three large and purely Highland 
counties, namely Argyll, Inverness and Ross. These figures refer 
to the absolute increase in each group; but if regard be had to the 
proportion of the increase in each group to the population which 
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produced it, the results will be found to be different. In the first 


group, containing large urban communities, the increase of 253, 
in a population, as given by the Census of 1891, of 2,332,476, 
represents an increase of only 10 per 100,000; in the second, 
having also active industrial communities of a smaller character, 
and a population of 523,223, the increase of 67 is equal to an 
increase of 13 per 100,000; while in the three Highland counties 
named, the increase of 82 in a population of 243,572, represents 
an increase of 33 per 100,000, In the first two groups of counties 
the population is increasing, and the increase in the number of 
pauper lunatics is therefore to some extent, though not to a large 
extent, due to increase of population. 

In the three Highland counties named, the population is falling, 
and the increased number of pauper lunatics in these counties, 
which has come upon the register during the past year, must 
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piabieties of. therefore be ascribed wholly to causes ‘other than increase of

Be akoA In thinly populated and remote districts, such as are common in 


these counties, a large body of the community is not far removed 
from the confines of pauperism, and it would appear that among 
this body there is still a large number of insane persons who have 
hitherto been maintained by their relatives, and who have not 
therefore been reported and registered as lunatics, but whose 
mailtenance may yet be thrown upon the rates. Social conditions 
and views of life in such remote districts have gradually become 
assimilated in many respects to those of more populous localities. 
People in such districts are now ready to acquiesce in or even to 
urge the removal to asylums of persons whose mental state would 
not formerly have been thought by them such as to justify inter- 
ference, and whose removal would have been looked at with dis- 
favour and perhaps actively opposed. The contribution from State 
funds towards the cost of maintenance of pauper lunatics has not only 
enabled this change of sentiment to be given effect to, but has had 
an influence in these localities which it has not exercised to the 
same degree in wealthy districts. In counties in which the rental 
is low in proportion to area and population, the burden of the 
maintenance of the insane is acutely felt, and when a large part of 
that burden is removed by a contribution from the State, the 
objections of the ratepayers to the removal of insane persons to 
asylums as pauper lunatics is much lessened, and the poorer 
counties have thus been enabled to do what the richer counties 
would more or less have done without -State aid. 

Removal to an asylum necessarily means pauperism to the insane 
among the great mass of the people, whether they come from 
wealthy or from poor localities; but the poorer localties show a 
special phase of the influence of State contributions which is not’ 
observable in wealthy localities, or at least not at all to the same 
extent. In the poorer districts there is shown an increasing 
readiness, on the part of persons having insane or imbecile -rela- 
tives residing at home and not requiring asylum care, to claim 
assistance on their account. Thus in the three Highland counties 
above named, it appears from Table XII. of Appendix A. that the 
number of persons intimated as pauper lunatics and left under care 
in private dwellings was 40, while in the case of the five counties 
referred to as having large urban centres, the number so reported 
and left under private care, in a population nearly ten times as 
large, was only 42. The great body of the people in the Highlands 
show a growing tendency to look to the State for help in every 
difficulty. They now more fully recognise the fact, that the aid 
they seek in cases of lunacy is given to some extent from funds 
which are not parochial, and they often have erroneous ideas as 
to the extent of this aid, and as to their “right” to share in it. 
This may give rise to an evil, if it has not already done so; but as 
a matter of fact, when the question involved is one of removing a 
patient to an asylum, the cost to the ratepayer is still sufficiently 
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great to put a check upon the willingness of the local authorities Statistics of 
to accept the burden unnecessarily, and there is no evidence that preg A phe 
the encouragement which local authorities derive from State con- Se 
tributions, in sending to asylums persons who require such treat- 

ment, has as yet gone beyond what is desirable in the interests of 

that class of the insane poor. 


PATIENTS IN ESTABLISHMENTS. Patients in 
‘ Establish- 


Tables VI., VII., and VIII. (Appendix A) give statistics relating ™"* 
to establishments for each year since 1858. Under the term Estab- 
lishments, as used in this Report, we include Royal, District, 
Private, and Parochial Asylums, Lunatic Wards of Poorhouses, 
_ Training Schools for Imbecile Children, and the Lunatic Depart- 
ment of the General Prison. But it is necessary to point out that 
the tables in the Appendix take no account of figures referring 
either to the Training Schools or to the General Prison, except 
where this is specially stated. 

Table VI. shows the numbers resident and the whole movement 
of the population in all the establishments to which the Table 
refers for each year, distinguishing between private and pauper 
lunatics and between males-and females; that is to say, it gives the 
number of patients resident at the beginning of each year, the 
number admitted during the year, the number discharged, the 
number transferred from one establishment to another, and the 
number of deaths. 


a. ADMISSIONS TO ESTABLISHMENTS. Admissions to

In arriving at the number of persons admitted to establishments 
who thereby add to the gross number of asylum patients, the 
number of admissions which refer to a mere transfer from one 
establishment to another must be deducted. In Table VII. the 
number of admissions for each year is therefore given after deduct- 
ing transfers; and it discloses the facts (1) that the number of 
private patients admitted during last year was 515, being 16 less 
than during the preceding year, and 19 less than the average for 
the quinquenniad 1890-94 ; and (2) that the number of pauper 
patients admitted was 2661, being 148 more than the number 
during the preceding year, and 233 more than the average for the 
quinquenniad 1890-94. 


(2) Admissions by Transfer. (2) Adinission « 
by Transfer. 


It will be seen from Table VI. that the number of patients 
transferred from one establishment to another during 1894 was 
458, which is 86 above the number transferred during the preced- 
ing year, and 64 above the average for the five years 1890-94. 
The number of pauper patients transferred was, as it always is, 
much larger in proportion to the total admissions than the number

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of private patients transferred. This is due to the fact that 
private patients are usually placed at once in the asylums in which 
it is intended they should stay during their whole term of asylum 
residence, while pauper patients are frequently placed, in the first 
instance, in the asylums of the Districts in which they are resident, 
and are afterwards removed to the asylums of the Districts to 
which they belong. The following tabular statement shows the 
transfers which occurred. They were authorised in 63 instances by 
Sheriffs, and 395 by the Board.

(3) Admission of Voluntary Patients. 


Voluntary patients are persons who, with the sanction of the 
Board, voluntarily enter asylums for treatment of mental disorder, 
but whose mental condition is not such as to render it legal to 
grant certificates of insanity in their case. They cannot be detained 
for more than three days after giving notice of their intention 
or desire to leave. They are not registered as lunatics, but a 
record is made of their names, and other particulars regarding 
them. The whole number of such persons admitted into asylums in 
1894 was 63. The average number admitted for the ten years 1885-94 
was 69. The number resident at 1st January 1895 was 64, 

We have for many years been able to state that nothing has 
oceurred to indicate any difficulty or disadvantage traceable to the 
presence of this class of patients in asylums; and we continue to 
be of opinion that it is a useful provision of the law which permits 
persons who desire to place themselves under care in an asylum 
to do so in a way which is not attended with troublesome or 
disagreeable formalities. At the visits of the Medical Commis- 
sioners to asylums all voluntary inmates are seen, and they have 
then an opportunity of making statements in regard to their 
position, should they desire to make any. Where there is reason 
to suppose that they in any way fail to understand the conditions 
of their residence, we consider it proper to explain these conditions. 


b. DISCHARGES FROM ESTABLISHMENTS. 


The remark we made, when speaking of the admissions to 
establishments, in regard to, the necessity for the exclusion of. 
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such admissions as were merely transfers from one establishment 
to another, is applicable also to the discharges from establish- 
ments. The general statistics of the discharges for each year, 
after deducting transfers, are given in Table VIII. (Appendix A). 


(1) Discharges of the Recovered. 


There were 197 private patients discharged recovered during 
1894, which is 27 below the number for the preceding year, and 
13 below the average for the five years 1890-94. The number 
of pauper patients discharged recovered was 1130, which is 55 
below the number for the preceding year, and 58 above the 
average for the five years 1890-94. Table IX. (Appendix A) 
shows the proportion of recoveries per cent. of the numbers ad- 


mitted into each class of establishment. The following tabular 


statement shows these percentages for the years 1890, 91, 92, 93 
and 94, and the corresponding average percentages for the quin- 
-quenniad 1885-89 :—

(2) Discharges of the Unrecovered. 


The number of private patients discharged unrecovered, ex- 
cluding transfers, during 1894, was 139, which is 17 above the 
number for 1893, and 6 above the average of the five years 
1890-94. The number of pauper patients discharged unrecovered 
was 470. This is 7 above the number for 1893, and 27 above 
the average for the five years 1890-94.

d. REMOVALS FROM ESTABLISHMENTS ON STATUTORY PROBATION, 


At 1st January 1894, 83 patients were absent from asylums 
on probation, with the sanction of the Board. Of these, 34 have 
been finally discharged as recovered, 13 were sent back, 35 
remained on the expiry of the period under the care of friends, 
and 1 died. In the course or 1894, 172 patients were discharged 
on probation. Of these, 21 have been finally discharged as 
recovered ; 8 whose period of probation has expired remain 
under the care of friends; 31 have been returned to asylums, 2 
died, and 110 were still on probation at the close of the year.

Of the 4010 patients liberated on probation since 1862, 801 
were replaced, before the expiry of the period of probation in the 
asylums from which they had been removed.

In the numbers above given the cases of patients liberated 
on trial for periods not exceeding twenty-eight days are not 
included. Such trials can be made without the sanction of 
the Board, and they are frequently made use of by some Super- 
intendents. The statutory removal on probation is not granted 
by the Board for a period exceeding one year, and its special use 
is to permit of the conditional liberation of patients whose 
fitness for permanent discharge cannot be determined without 
trial ‘for a longer period than twenty-eight days. It is 
frequently found that patients, who appear while in the asylum 
to have improved so much that they are fit for being provided 
for in private dwellings, become unsettled when the restraints of 
the asylum are removed. It is not, however, justifiable to retain 
permanently in the asylum all patients in whose cases a possibility 
of such unsettlement is thought to exist. The large majority of 
patients liberated on probation undergo no deterioration, and many 
are benefited by the change. By liberating patients on probation 
there is an opportunity given for testing their fitness for perma- 
nent discharge, and they can be replaced in the asylum without the 
expense attending a Sheriff's order, if they prove unfit for per- 
manent discharge. We continue to be of opinion that in some 
establishments a more frequent application of the probationary 
discharge to patients whose fitness for residence in private 
dwellings may be uncertain would probably lead to a larger 
number of permanent discharges than takes place at present,

The whole number of attendants and servants who left, were dis- 
missed, or died during 1894 was 523, which is 77 less than the 
number for the previous year, and 11 less than the average of the 
last ten years. The number who resigned their situations volun- 
tarily is 397, which is 48 less than the number for the previous 
year, and 6 more than the average for the past 10 years. We 
continue to regard it as unfavourable to the interests of the 
patients that these changes should be numerous; and it is desery- 
ing of careful consideration by the administrators of these institu- 
tions where changes occur very frequently, whether some addition 
to wages or some increase of comforts is not desirable. In 
addition to these 397 voluntary resignations, 6 men and 34 women 
left on account of ill-health, 2 men and 1 woman died during their 
term of service, and 1 man and 3 women left on account of their 
services being no longer required. The remainder were returned to 
us as dismissed for the following reasons :—(a) For drunkenness 
5 men and 1 woman, (0) for insubordination 6 men and 6 women, 
(c) for being absent without leave 7 men and 7 women, (d) for 
incompetence or unsuitableness 5 men and 6 women, (e) for neglect 
of duty 4 men and 2 women, (/) for ill-treatment of patients or 
on account of complaints of patients 6 men and 13 woman, (g) for 
improprieties of conduct 2 men and 2 women, (/) for having been 
found to have been dismissed from other asylums for misconduet 
1 woman. One man and 5 women absconded. 


Escapes from ESCAPES FROM ASYLUMS. 
Asylums. 


The whole number of escapes during 1894 was 236. Of these 
131 were brought back within twenty-four hours, 63 within a 
week and 17 after a week; 25 were not brought back during the 
currency of the Sheriffs order or the certificate of emergency, on 
the authority of which they had been detained. Of the 25 
patients not brought back, 4 were removed from the asylum 
registers as, recoyered, 10 as relieved, 7 as not improved, 2 were 
permitted to remain out on pass or probation, 1 was found drowned, 
and 1 committed suicide by hanging. The two latter oceurrences 
are referred to under the heading “ Accidents in Asylums.”

It appears from this statement that the number of escapes 
durmg 1894 was below the average proportion for the last ten 
years. The number of cases in which the escaped patient was 
not brought back within a week was 17. Very few of the patients, 
not brought back before the expiry of the twenty-eight days during 
which the law permits of their being received into the asylum 
without new certificates and new Sheriff's order, are permanently 
lost sight of. Many are ultimately replaced in asylums; and it is 
of importance to know that some remain at large from being 
found to have recovered, or to have ceased to need asylum care, 


ACCIDENTS IN ASYLUMS. : ;

The whole number of accidents reported to us as having taken 


place during the year 1894 was 112. Of these 10 ended fatally. 

In the case of 3 of these patients the death was suicidal, 2 by 
drowning, and 1 by hanging. Of the remaining 7 fatal accidents, 
1 was due to impaction of food in the «esophagus, 1 to asphyxia, 
caused by turning over in bed during a fit, 1 to falling into a 
shallow pond, 1 to the falling of a tree during a gale upon a patient 
engaged in agricultural work, 2 to injuries received by patients 
jumping through windows, probably not with suicidal intention, 
1 to injuries to the thorax, in the case of a patient recently 
admitted, which were sustained in a manner not satisfactorily 
ascertained. . 

In 46 cases the accidents involved fracture of bones or dis- 
location of joints. These were occasioned in 26 cases by falls; in 
12 cases by struggling with fellow patients or attendants, or by 
assaults of fellow patients;.in 7 cases the injury was unintention- 


aaa 
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ally self-inflicted; and in 1 case the cause was not ascertained. 
Of the remaining accidents there were 36 injuries to the head; 
2 cases of flesh wound, abrasion, bruise, burn, or scald; 2 cases 
of internal injury unintentionally self-inflicted; and 16 injuries of 
an unimportant character. 

In every case of death by accident, of sudden or unexpected 
death, or death under circumstances of apparent or alleged 
suspicion, occurring in an asylum, the Superintendent is required 
to give immediate intimation not only to the Board, but also to 
the Procurator-fiscal of the county in which the asylum is 
situated, who makes such inquiry as he may deem necessary.

In this table we continue to trace the history of those patients 
who were admitted into the asylums of Scotland in 1868, and who 
had not previously been inmates of Scotch Asylums, unless they 
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were so before Ist January 1858, when our registers were Establishment

From this table several important deductions can be be drawn. a 
With regard to the recoveries, it appears that the 1319 patients 
who were admitted in 1868 yielded 514 recoveries, or 39 per cent., 
during the first two years, and during the succeeding twenty-five 
years only 304 recoveries, or 23 per cent. If both the 1319 original 
admissions, and also the re-admissions during the entire twenty- 
seven years are taken as the basis of calculation, the recoveries 
during the first two years would represent 36 per cent., and those 
of the succeeding twenty-five years would represent 16 per cent. 
If, however, only the number 558 remaining in asylums at the end 
of the first two years and the re-admissions since that time be taken 
as a basis, we find that during the twenty-five years since the year 
1869 the recoveries represent 32 per cent. Itis to be kept in mind, 
as we have been accustomed to point out in drawing inferences from 
the table, that one patient may figure more than once as recovered, 
and it must not be concluded therefore that 822 persons out of the 
1319 patients admitted were discharged recovered, nor, of course, 
that those who were discharged recovered were all permanently 
restored to sanity. Indeed, it has been ascertained that a large 
number of the re-admissions are drawn from among the recovered 
patients. If the whole of the re-admissions came from this source, 
the proportion of the 1319 that could be regarded as permanently 
recovered would be very largely reduced. A certain number of the 
re-admissions are, however, drawn from among the /patients dis- 
charged unrecovered; and a considerable number of the re- 
admissions refer to a comparatively small number of patients who 
have been discharged and re-admitted several times. Of the 5 
persons re-admitted during 1894, to which the 7 re-admissions 
refer, 2 have been re-admitted once since 1868, 1 three times, 1 
eight times, and 1 eighteen times. In the 4 cases of recovery 
in 1894, one patient had been re-admitted once, one four times, one 
eight times, and one eighteen times since 1868. The data furnished 
by the number of deaths can be relied on for more precise infer- 
ences, It may safely be concluded from them that the annual 
death-rate among patients-who have been less than four years in- 
mates of asylums is from about 12 to 25 per cent. of the number 
resident, and that among those who have been more than four years 
and less than twenty-seven years inmates of asylums, the annual 
death-rate is only an average of 5 per cent. of the number resident. 
This difference is of importance, as showing the necessity, when 
considering the death-rate.of any asylum, of taking into account the 
average length of residence of the inmates. It is worthy of note 
that during the last eighteen of the twenty-seven years the re- 
admissions have been pretty steadily balanced by the discharges of 
recovered and unrecovered patients taken together, and that the 
reduction in the number resident is almost wholly accounted for 
by the deaths. 
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IV. PRESENT CONDITION OF ESTABLISHMENTS FOR THE 
INSANE. 


Establishments for the insane in a Gantlant arrange themselves 
in the following groups :—(a) Royal and District Asylums, (6) 
Private Asylums, (c) Parochial Asylums, (d) Lunatic Wards of 
Poorhouses, (¢) Training Schools for Imbecile Children, and (/) the 
Department for Criminal or State Patients in the General Prison. 

The Royal or Chartered Asylums are institutions which were in 
existence previous to the enactment of the Lunacy Act of 1857. 
They are 7 in number. Five of these—the Royal Asylums of 
Aberdeen, Dundee, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Montrose—were at 
their origin erected out of funds derived from legacies, subscrip- 
tions, and donations, including in all cases contributions of greater 
or less amount from parochial sources. The other two institutions, 
the Crichton Royal Institution at Dumfries, and Murray’s Royal 
Asylum at Perth, were erected out of funds provided by the 
benefactors whose names they bear. All the 7 Royal Asylums 
received both pauper and private patients at the time of the 
passing of the Act of 1857; but the Directors of Murray’s 
Royal Asylum resolved, soon after the passing of that Act, to devote 
the institution to the care and treatment of private patients only, 
and a like resolution has been come to by the Directors of the 
Glasgow Royal Asylum. 

District Asylums are institutions created under. the provisions 
of the Lunacy Act of 1857. Asylums of this class are provided 
out of funds furnished by county and burgh assessments, and are 
intended for the accommodation of the pauper lunatics of localities 
where such accommodation is not otherwise provided. At present 
there are 12 such asylums in occupation and 3 in course of erection. 

Private Asylums are establishments conducted by their pro- 
prietors for profit; and only private patients are received into 
them. There are 5 such establishments at present. 

Parochial Asylums are establishments erected out of funds 
furnished by the poor-rate of the parishes to which they belong. 
These establishments are called Parochial Asylums for convenience, 
but they are technically lunatic wards of poorhouses which have 
been licensed by the Board to receive paupers suffering from all 
forms of insanity, that is, curable and dangerous patients as well as 
those who are regarded as incurable and harmless. There are 6 
establishments of this class at present. They will soon be reduced 
in number, and no more can be created. 

The name of Lunatic Wards of Poorhouses is given Satara to 
portions of poorhouses which have been set apart for the accom- 
modation of pauper lunatics who are regarded as incurable and 
not dangerous. Such sections exist at present in 15 poorhouses. 

The National Institution for the Training of Imbecile Children 
at Larbert, and the Baldovan Asylum for Imbecile Children, are 
both charitable institutions erected by voluntary subscription. In 
addition to children received gratuitously, both, however, receive 
private and pauper inmates whose board is paid respectively by 
their friends and their parishes. 
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The lunatic department of the General Prison at Perth provides 
accommodation for insane prisoners and convicts, and also for 
persons detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure, who have either 
been acquitted on account of insanity of the offences with which 
they had been charged, or have been found to be insane in bar of 
trial. : 

The Reports by the Commissioners of their inspection of the dif- 
ferent establishments are given in Appendix B, These Reports are 
entered in the books of the respective establishments on the occasion 
of the statutory visits of the Medical Commissioners to the several 
institutions, and they form the basis of the following remarks :— 


(a) RoyaL AND District ASYLUMS. 


_ Satisfactory progress is reported as being made with the new 
buildings of the Aberdeen Royal Asylum, which are to form the 
Hospital block, but it is urged, in view of the great overcrowding 
in the main building, that the work be pushed forward as rapidly 
as possible. Additional land to the extent of 34 acres has 
been acquired with buildings upon. it, suitable for married 
attendants, and the acquisition of this land is stated to be of great 
importance in the interests of the patients and the institution. 
The south front of the main building is reported to be much 
improved by the pulling down of the male airing court wall. It 
has been decided to introduce the electric light into the asylum as 
soon as the new hospital is completed. The cheerful appearance 
of the accommodation at the Daviot Branch produced a 
favourable impression. The heating of this branch asylum 
during winter is to be made satisfactory by suitable arrangements, 
and the method by which a sufficient water supply can be obtained 
is under consideration. Much care and ability are said to be 
exhibited in the management of every section of the institution.

full occupation. Attention is drawn to the fact that the new 
accommodation will only be sufficient to provide adequately for 
the present number of inmates. No provision has been made for 
the further growth of the asylum population, and as it is still 
rapidly growing, overcrowding will again ensue almost immediately. 
In view of those circumstances, it is recommended that a serious 
effort be made to transfer to care in private dwellings all those 
patients who have ceased to need care and treatment in a fully 
equipped asylum. In spite of the confusion necessarily result- 
ing from the building operations, the asylum was found in good 
order, and everything was being done to secure the comfort and 
safety of the patients. 


The whole. sanitary arrangements of the Banff District Asylum 
are reported to be now in good order, and the improvements in 
these arrangements cannot fail to have a beneficial effect on the 
healthiness of the institution. The laundry floor has been laid 
with cement, and fireclay tubs have been introduced. The food, 
clothing, and industrial occupation of the inmates are favourably 
reported on. The asylum was found in admirable order, and the 
management is said to be able and conscientious. 


The population of the Crichton Royal Institution is reported to 
have increased at a rapid rate during recent years, both in regard 
to private and pauper patients. The growth in the number of 
pauper patients is wholly due to admissions from the Lanarkshire 
parishes, but a limit has now been reached which has led to over- 
crowding on the male side of the Second House. The reception of 
patients from the parishes of Glasgow and Govan has, therefore, 
been discontinued. The demand for admission from the other 
parishes in Lanarkshire will cease when the Lanark District 
Asylum is completed, and that asylum, it is expected, will be 
opened during the ensuing year. The building of an hospital in 
connection with the Institution is understood to be under the con- 
sideration of the Directors, and approval is expressed of this 
extension, as it will add greatly to the resources of the Institution. 
The contributions made from the funds of the Institution towards 
reducing the rates of board of patients in straitened circumstances 
continue to increase, and at present amount to over £1300 a year. 
This charitable function of the Institution, which is directly in 
accordance with the spirit of its original foundation, not only saves 
many patients from the stigma of pauperism, but also lightens’ the 
public burdens of the district. The establishment is reported to 
have been found in excellent order, and the institution is ad- 
ministered by Dr Rutherford with great ability, earnestness and 
courage. 


It is reported that the Directors of the Dundee Royal Asylum 
are about to take on lease the mansion of Gray House for the 
accommodation of private patients. Approval is expressed of this 
acquisition, as it will provide for patients paying the higher rates 
of board in a more satisfactory manner than hitherto, and will 
lead to a larger number of such patients being sent to the asylum. 
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It is also hoped that a financial benefit will result from this Present G.n- 
extension. The block originally intended for patients employed (itionot Estab- 
in the laundry is reported to be still used as the hospital for female SNS 
patients, but as it is unsuited from many causes for the purpose, it Royal and Dis 
is recommended that a re-arrangement of certain dayrooms:and =~. 
dormitories on the female side be made, by which a suitable and 

efficient hospital could be obtained. The clothing of both the 

male and female pauper patients is unfavourably reported on, and 

a hope is expressed that an improvement both as regards the 

tidiness and sufficiency of the clothing will be effected. Improve- 

ments are reported in the furniture on the female side, and in view 

of the extent to which the asylum has been relieved of its financial 
embarrassment, other desirable improvements are pointed out, 

among which are the erection of a suitable chapel, the dividing of 

the asylum into fireproof sections, the reconstruction of those 
waterclosets and lavatories which have not yet been remodelled, 

and the extension of the accommodation so as to provide against 
overcrowding. The asylum was found well aired, clean, and in 

good order, and the patients free of complaint. 


The reports on the Royal Edinburgh Asylum continue to show Royal Edin- 

that the management of the institution is characterised by marked Pus} Asylum, 
efficiency in every department. The medical treatment of the at 
patients, as well as their general care, maintain their high standard 
of excellence. The teaching and training of the attendants re- 
ceives increasing attention, and the results are said to be very 
satisfactory. Extensive improvements have been made in the 
laundry with a view to increase its efficiency and to provide suit- 
able accommodation for the laundry staff. Amusements and 
games, which form an indispensable element in the treat- 
ment of the patients, are organised with much care, and the 
benefits which they bestow upon the patients are good bodily 
health, and sane modes of thought leading often to recovery. 
South Craig Villa, Bevan House, and East Hospital Villa are now 
occupied, and it is reported that they provide accommodation 
of the greatest excellence for ladies paying high rates of board.

No greater service can be performed 
for the insane by the institution than that of providing for private 
patients in straitened circumstances, and a hope is expressed that 
further accommodation will be available for this class. Great ability 
is said to be shown both in the general and in the medical manage- 
ment of the asylum, and the institution is understood to be in a 
very prosperous condition. The cottage intended for use as an 
infectious hospital, when such diseases occur in the asylum, is 
reported to be at present occupied by a group of selected women, 
who much appreciate the trust reposed in them and the liberty

The desirability of providing improved bathrooms and new 
shoerooms is said to be under the consideration of the District 
Board; and a hope is expressed that these improvements will be 
soon carried out. The absence of a suitable hospital section has 
been for long a recognised defect in the arrangements for the 
proper treatment of the patients. A hope is therefore expressed 
that hospital accommodation on the most approved plan will be 
provided, as it will add greatly to the efficiency of the asylum. 
The present management of theinstitution is said to have produced 
a most favourable impression. 

In the course of last year, grave charges were brought against 
Dr Mackenzie, the late Medical Superintendent. The District 
Board found a ‘difficulty in arriving at a conclusion in regard to

Dr Clark, Medical Superintendent of the Kirklands Asylum, Kirklands 

having been appointed. to the superintendence of the Lanark ag heen)

senior assistant at the Stirling District Asylum. ‘The usefulness 
of the Kirklands Asylum as a temporary institution for Lanark- 
shiré has been far beyond’ what was expected, and this is 
attributed to the good sense and earnestness of Dr Clark, 
Special reference is made to the leading part taken by Dr Clark 
in the systematic teaching and training of attendants, he having 
made it from the first a feature in his system. of management, 
The importance and advantages of such teaching are now fully 
recognised by all engaged in asylum administration, The manage- 
ment of the asylum is said to be carried on with great ability 
both from a medical and from a general point of view. 


The overcrowding on the female side of the Midlothian and Midlothian and 
Peebles District Asylum has been relieved by the removal of fifteen LGueatsiin, 
patients to the asylum lodge, where they are suitably accommodated, Rosewell, near 
Defects in the asylum drainage have been remedied, but some alba ray: 
leakages in the water reservoir or in the pipe leading from it to 
the asylum yet require attention, The asylum was found in 
excellent order, and the clothing of the patients was very satis- 
factory. The patients were remarkably free from irritability and 
excitement, and everything that was seen during the visits 
showed careful and judicious management. 


The growth of the population of the Montrose Royal Asylum Montrose 
will, it is stated, soon bring back the crowded condition of the Royal Ssylum, 
institution which preceded the building of the hospital. Plans are 
therefore being prepared for the erection of a separate building for 
50 or 60 patients paying the higher rates of board. The site pro- - 
posed for this building was inspected, and was found to be in every 
way an excellent one. Two rooms in the hospital have been set | 
apart for pathological research, and have been supplied with all 
necessary apparatus. The hospital has proved admirably suited for 
its purpose. Spaciousness and brightness, which are so essential to 
mental quietude and bodily comfort, have been secured, and the 
effects of these qualities are manifested by the placid expression 
and comfortable appearance of the patients. All classes of patients 
were found well provided for, and the general result of the visits 
left upon the reporters a lively feeling of -the enlightened and 
progressive spirit which distinguishes the administration of the 
asylum by Dr Howden and the Managers. 


The accommodation of Murray’s Royal Asylum, both in the Murray’s 
main building and at Kincarrathie, is well suited to persons Royal ‘Asylum, 
accustomed to conditions of affluence and refinement. The patients re 
are reported to be under kindly and considerate care and to receive 
skilful medical treatment. 
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Perth District. Asylum is reported to be greatly overcrowded, 
and the District Board have resolved to erect two detached build- 
ings, one for 50 men and the other for 50 women, from plans 
which have been very carefully considered. The enlargement of 
the kitchen and scullery is rapidly progressing, and when completed, 
a great improvement will be effected, which will add to the facilities 
of management. The want of sufficient land for the full and varied 
employment of the male patients has for a long time been the chief 
defect of the institution, and it is therefore learned with much 
satisfaction that additional land is about to be acquired. The con- 
dition of the asylum was very satisfactory, and the serving of the 
meals and the clothing of the patients are highly commended. 


Attention is drawn in regard to the Roxburgh District Asylum 
to the great insufficiency of the water supply, to the small amount 
of land in the possession of the institution, and to the overcrowded 
condition of the wards on the female side. The question of the 
water supply has become increasingly important and pressing, 
in view of the crowded condition of the asylum, and the District 
Board is asked to give the matter serious consideration. The 
acquirement of additional land is urged upon the District 
Board, as that at present available for cultivation only amounts to 
23 acres, which is far less than can be worked with advantage to 
the asylum and with benefit to the patients. The overcrowding 
on the female side has reached a point which renders an addition 
to the buildings imperative, and it is recommended that the addi- 
tional building should be of an hospital character, as the number of 
sick and infirm patients is large, and there is an absence of proper 
sick-room accommodation. Extensive improvements in the sanitary 
arrangements of the asylum have been effected. The asylum was 
found in excellent order, and the management is said to be charac-

The hospital section of the Stirling District Asylum is reported 
to be admirable in all its arrangements, and in providing it a boon 
of the greatest importance has been conferred on the insane 
poor of the District.

V. LUNATICS IN PRIVATE DWELLINGS. 


It will be useful to repeat here the brief statement which has 
been given in previous Reports, describing the position occupied 
by patients in private dwellings in Scotland, and the amount 
of official supervision which they receive. 

All private patients, if they are detained in establishments for 
the insane, come under the supervision of the Board, and all pauper 


~ patients, whether provided for in establishments or in private 


-- dwellings, are intimated to the Board, placed on the register, and 
. brought under supervision. 


But in the case of private patients in private dwellings,—that is, 
insane persons who are not paupers, and who are not placed in 
establishments for the insane,—it 1s not required by the statutes 
that all of them should be under the supervision of the Board. 
The circumstances which bring under the Board’s supervision an 
insane person who is not a pauper and who is not placed in an 


establishment, are the following :— 


1. If he is kept in a private dwelling for profit, and suffers from 


_ mental disorder of a confirmed character. 


2. If, whether kept for profit or not, he has ‘been insane for 
more than a year, and is subjected to compulsory confinement 
to the house, to restraint or coercion, or to harsh and cruel 
treatment. 

3. If he possesses property which has been placed under 


_curatory by a Court of Law. 


A large number of private patients living in family, who are 
neither kept for profit nor restrained nor cruelly used, are thus not 
under our jurisdiction. Even a patient who is kept for profit does 
not require to be placed under our’ jurisdiction, if it is certified 
by a registered medical practitioner that he is afflicted with a 
malady which is not confirmed, and that it is expedient to place 
him for’a temporary residence, not.exceeding six months, in. the 
ae in which oe is so 2. kept 5 ; 
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We donot regard it as desirable that any class of persons should [unetics in. 
be brought under official supervision unless such SUPELVISION Dwellings.’ 
appears to be necessary to guard against abuse ; but the systematic  ——- 
visitation of those patients in private dwellings over whom the 
statute requires our supervision to be exercised is regarded as 
of great importance. |

Of these, 42 were persons ‘whose means have been Tedinae 
placed under curatory by the Court of Session or by. a Sheriff 
Court. Of the whole number of private patients in private dwell- 
ings, 43 were in houses which possessed special licences for the 
reception of not more than four patients, and 70 were in houses in 
which there was only one patient. 

The position of the Board towards the non-pauper insane in 
private dwellings is very different from its’position toward the 
pauper insane in. private dwellings. Of the non-paupers, none 
come upon the register unless: they are boarded away from 
home, or are possessed of property administered by judicial 
factors. The great majority of the non-pauper Insane in private 
dwellings thus do not come onthe register. The Board have 
no official knowledge of them, and they live at home under 
bho care of their natural ouardians. 


On the other hand, every pauper lunatic, wherever placed; Pauper 
comes upon the register ; and the Board are fully informed as Lunatics in 
to the mode in which he is provided for. The patients provided Peete 
for. with the sanction of the Board in private dwellings on Ist 
January 1895 was 2677. Of these 1019 are boarded with guardians 
who are relatives, and 1658 with unrelated guardians. The super- 
vision of every individual member of the pauper class of the 
insane by the central administration is peculiar to Scotland. In 
no other country is every lunatic whose maintenance is con- 
tributed to from public sources under the direct supervision of the 
central authority. 

The number of pauper lunatics in private dwellings increased 
during the year 1894 from 2565 to 2677, an increase of 112. 
Parochial authorities are becoming more and more convinced of the 
propriety of removing patients from asylums after they have 
ceased to require asylum treatment either in their own interest or 
in that of the public. In some districts, however, the propriety 
of this course is not so fully recognised as it ought to be, and 
we continue to press it upon the attention of the authorities of 
these districts, 


GENERAL REPORTS BY Deputy COMMISSIONERS. 


We present as usual in the Appendix (Appendix C) the Seg 
general reports on the visitation of patients in private dwellings. Visitation of 
These reports; in addition to-a statement of the work performed Patients. 


during the past year, both summarize the impressions received after 
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Lunatics in prolonged experience with regard to the care of the insane in private 
parais «dwellings, 

—— Dr Fraser, at the close of the performance of his duties as 
Deputy Commissioner, sums up the conclusions to which he has 
come as follows :— 

‘ After an experience of seventeen years in visiting the insane in 
‘ private dwellings, as well as of seven years’ previous experience of 
‘ the insane in asylums, I am able, in the most emphatic manner, to 
‘confirm the conclusions already arrived at by my predecessors— 
‘ that the mode of care by which a large number of the insane are 
‘ placed in private dwellings under adequate central and local super- 
‘ vision, as is the case in Scotland, is one which both secures in the 
‘ best manner the welfare of the patients, and lessens the burden of 
‘their maintenance on the public rates. Some of the insane in 
‘private dwellings live with relatives, and some with persons not 
‘related to them. They equally enjoy privileges and advantages 
‘which conduce to their happiness, and I venture to state, broadly 
‘ speaking, that the sum of happiness enjoyed by these patients far 
“exceeds the happiness which they would enjoy as inmates of 
‘institutions under even the most liberal and enlightened manage- 
‘ment. Home life, with its domestic surroundings and interests, 
‘has numerous attractions, for the loss of which nothing can fully 
‘ compensate; and attachment to home is not confined to the insane 
‘ living with relatives. Those boarded with persons not related to 
‘ them, in many cases soon develope the same feeling of attachment 
‘to the home in which they are placed. The enjoyment by the 
‘ insane of a liberty, the same in kind as that enjoyed by their sane 
‘ neighbours, increases. their physical and mental well-being; and 
‘another marked advantage in this mode of care lies in the fact 
‘that it gives patients a full opportunity of realising and developing 
‘ their individuality. If a patient has a capacity for usefulness, he 
‘has an opportunity and an inducement to vie with his sane 
‘neighbours in showing what he is able to do, and this sometimes 
‘ goes the length of bis becoming an independent and self-supporting 
‘man. These favourable features of the mode of caring for the 
‘insane in private dwellings, and many others, are to be observed 
‘ during visitation, and it is impossible to doubt that they conduce 
‘to the happiness and welfare of the patients. I do not for a 
‘moment deny that, in order to prevent abuses, neglect, and im- 
‘proper treatment, careful and systematic supervision, both by the 
‘State and by local authorities is necessary. On the contrary, I 
‘ affirm that such supervision is absolutely essential to such a mode 
‘ of care, if it is not to end in failure. No system of providing for 
‘ the insane is perfect, or ever will be; but I have no hesitation in 
‘saying that the mode of caring for the insane in private dwellings, 
‘ under sound administration and careful supervision, has in Scotland, 
‘as regards a certain selected class of the insane, produced results 
‘ superior to what could be attained for these patients by any other 
‘ mode of care.’ 


Dr Lawson, in his report, gives expression to conclusions, in 
regard to the system as a whole, which are at one with those 
expressed by Dr Fraser. He says :— 

‘Another year devoted to the inspection and supervision of 
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“insane persons living under domestic care in Scotland confirms, in Lunaties ii: 
‘my mind, two opinions which I have formerly expressed.. The Para a 
‘ first is, that the method of retaining, or recalling from institutions, = —=..” 
‘ suitable insane persons to share in the benefits of private life has a 
“yvational justification in the social instinct, from which springs the 
“desire for a specific home and a circle of Habieenl associates.: The 
“second is, that’ prolonged experience shows that, in Scotland, a 
“large percentage of those who are registered as lunatics can, from 
“the first or at a later stage of their malady, be provided for and 
‘treated in private dwellings in a manner which yields results 
‘ satisfactory to themselves, and which causes little, if any, departure 
i from the current of daily life of the families and the communities gunn Edie 

‘in-which they are placed. In short, the system of providing in eg 

‘ private dwellings for properly chosen ‘patients has the sanction. of 

‘an elementary instinct ; it acts as a boon to many of the insane as 

‘ well as to the ratepayers, and it causes no appreciable interference 

“with either the performance of the duties or the enjoyment of the 

‘ privileges of the i jennie? public.”

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The district of Shetland continues to be dependent on the Royal 
Asylum at Montrose for the accommodation of its pauper lunatics. 


Pauper lunatics belonging to the Orkney District, who require 
removal from home, are received into the Edinburgh Royal 
Asylum. An arrangement existed under which many lunatics 
from parishes in Orkney were accommodated in the Montrose 
Royal Asylum, but only a few fresh cases are now received from 
the District. 


Under an agreement with the Managers of the Montrose Royal 
Asylum, pauper lunaties belonging to the Caithness District, who 
need asylum treatment, continue to be sent to that establishment. 


The pauper lunatics of the Inverness District, which includes

“cig There is abundant accommodation in Scotland for private 
|... patients belonging to the more opulent classes of the community, 
and it is probable that such accommodation will always be 
adequately supplied either in public or in private establishments. 
The provision made for the poorer class of private patients who 
require asylum treatment, that is, for those who cannot pay a rate 
of board above or much above the rate charged for pauper patients, 
is, however, less complete at present than is desirable. Private 
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Asylums which received patients at the lowest rates of board were Asylum’ — 
never regarded as satisfactory, and we are therefore glad to be able Accommods. 
to state that such institutions have been for many years all but Lunatics 
extinct in Scotland. Those District Asylums which happen to ~~ 
possess vacant accommodation receive a considerable number of 
the poorer class of private patients, in some instances at rates not 
exceeding the pauper rate of the District served by the asylum, 
but in most cases at rates which are sufficient to leave some: profit 
to the institution. In the actual circumstances of the country, 
Districts Asylums perform a useful public service in receiving 
patients at low rates of board as private patients. It would at 
present be difficult, if not impossible, to provide elsewhere for the 
private patients accommodated in such asylums, except as pauper 
patients. Their reception at low rates of boaid, on the footing of 
private patients, tends to the relief of the poor-rate, as it not in- 
frequently leads to the cost of the maintenance of patients being 
defrayed by friends, who, if the patients had to submit to the 
stigma of pauperism in order to obtain treatment, would probably 
decline to give any assistance beyond what they might be legally 
compelled to give. 

The reception of private patients into District Asylums is, how- 
ever, not wholly unattended with evils. There is an absence of 
security to the patients that the arrangement will be permanent, 
as the accommodation must, when need arises, be resumed for the 
use of the pauper insane for whom it was provided. But a more 
serious evil connected with the reception of private patients into 
District Asylums is likely to arise when patients are received, in 
any considerable number, at rates which yield a profit, as in such 
circumstances a temptation is held out to overcrowd the asylum in 
order to avoid the loss which would be involved by their removal. 

The institutions into which it would be desirable that all patients 
of small means should be received are the Royal and Chartered 
Asylums. These asylums are distributed over the country in such 
a way_as to make them fairly convenient, as regards locality, for 
supplying the accommodation required, as well as accommodation 
for wealthy patients; and as has been frequently pointed out 
in previous Reports, in receiving private patients at very low 
rates of board, they perform a specially charitable and useful 
work, of a kind which is in accordance with the intentions of their 
founders. Most of these institutions receive a limited number of 
patients whose friends are able to contribute such a sum as £25 
a year, and in these cases the asylums afford, from the funds at 
their disposal, advantages which it would be impossible to obtain: 
without their aid. But in the great majority of such cases, and in 
many cases where patients are able to pay considerably more than 
£25 a year, they could not get admission to Royal Asylums, except 
on the footing of paupers; and not infrequently it is difficult to 
obtain admission as a private patient ata rate almost twice as high 
as that named. af 

We have given full recognition to the degree to which the 
Managers and Directors of most Royal Asylums have endeavoured 
to meet the wants of private patients in more or less straitened 
circumstances. But we think it necessary to repeat the statement 
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Asylum made in previous reports, that they cannot be regarded as having 
tion Tor Private done all that is desirable until all patients for whom rates of

14th May 1894, From this Table it appears that, for the mainten- 

ance of 13,436 pauper lunatics, who were under care in asylums, 
lunatic wards of poorhouses, and private dwellings, and for other 
expenses connected with them, a total sum of £259,585 was paid ; 
of which £191,591 was for maintenance in asylums, £16,570 was 
for maintenance in lunatic wards of poorhouses, £42,389 was for 
maintenance in private dwellings, and £9035 was for certification, 
transport, and other expenses. Of this expenditure £11,829 was 
repaid by relatives and others, and £115,789 was contributed 
from the Local Taxation Account, in terms of Section 22 of the 
Local Government (Scotland) Act, 1889, and of Section 2 of the 
Education and Local Taxation Account (Scotland) Act, 1892. 

Thefollowing statement shows the expenditure for the maintenance 
of pauper lunatics for each period of five years, beginning with 1859- 
1863 and ending with 1890-1894, extracted from Table XXIV., and 
also the average number ™* of patients relieved in each period :— _

The materials do not exist for giving the expenditure in 1858 
under the heads of this statement; but there are many reasons 
which would render the figures for that year, if they could be given, 
of little value for purposes of comparison. This remark applies 
also to the results shown by the first three quinquenniads em- 
braced in the statement, as compared with those shown by the 


* The average number of patients relieved is the number of patients who received 
relief for a whole year, that is, it is arrived at by taking the total number of days on 
which relief was given for each year and dividing that number by 365, 
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four last.. In the first quinquenniad no District Asylum had come 
into full operation, and it was not until the fourth quinquenniad 
had come to a close that all the District Asylums now in existence 
had been erected. One of the main objects of the legislation of 
1857—\ the provision of sufficient accommodation for pauper lunatics 
throughout the country—did not take full effect until the quin- 
quenniad 1874-79 had been completed, and if no increased expen- 
diture had occurred up to that time, it would have shown either 
that increased accommodation was not needed or that the object 
aimed at by the Lunacy Act of 1857 had been carried out in such a 
way as to fail in its intention. The increase shown up to the 
quinquenniad 1874—79 is therefore a natural outcome of the legisla- 
tion of 1857, and a proof of the necessity for it and of its success.

It appears from this statement that there was a gradual rise of 
cost per patient in asylums in the three earliest quinquenniads ; 
that in the fourth quinquenniad, 1874-1879, the maximum cost per 
patient was reached ; and that the cost per patient in the three 
succeeding quinquenniads shows a gradual fall. With regard to the 
rise in the earlier quinquenniads, it must be kept in view that 
District Asylums, as has already been said, had not then fully 
come into existence, and that most of the patients requiring 
asylum care were provided for in the Royal Asylums. These 
patients were maintained in most instances at rates which were 
insufficient to cover the cost of their lodging and maintenance, and 
the deficiency must have been met out of the profits derived from 
the reception of private patients, which profits must, therefore,

ae raised until they met, or more nearly met, the cost of keeping the: 
 yaieeal patients. This rise in the rates of Royal Asylums did not come 
fully into force until after a time when the average expenditure 
per patient had begun to fall, that is, until after the maximum 
cost per patient in asylums had been reached in 1874-1879; so 
that other causes were no doubt at work which tended to raise the 
rates in the earlier quinquenniads, such as a greater liberality of view 
in regard to what is necessary for the proper care and treatment: 
of lunatics; the increased expenses connected with the opening 
years of the District Asylums, which were coming successively 
into operation; and also, especially in the years during which the 
expenditure per patient reached its maximum, to the increased 
price, as: compared with earlier years, of articles of food. and 
clothing. Since the period 1874-1879, the continuous fall which is 
shown by the Statement is due, as will be seen afterwards when the 
expenditure under the various heads in District. Asylums is dealt 
with, to a fall of prices, and chiefly of the price of food. The 

_ figures in the second column showing the expenditure per patient 
in the Lunatic Wards of Poorhouses are based, more or less, upon 
_ estimates by the authorities to which the Poorhouses belong, and 
cannot therefore be so strictly accurate as those referring to 
asylums; but many of the remarks made in regard to the figures 
referring to asylums apply to them also, and the course of expendi- 
ture shown in regard to these institutions follows generally the 
course of expenditure in asylums. The column, however, dealing 
with the expenditure on pauper lunatics in private dwellings shows 
results which differ from those shown by the columns referring to 
institutions. The expenditure per head on pauper~ lunatics” in 
private dwellings, in the period 1890-1894, is almost double the 
expenditure for 1859-1863, and a progressive expenditure is shown 
in each intervening period. This increase is due in part to increased 
allowances to the guardians of out-door patients, both of those 
related to the patients and of those unrelated to them; but the 
greater part of it must be attributed to the fact that, in the earlier 
quinquenniads, the majority of patients were boarded with related 
guardians, who in most cases only received a contribution towards 
the cost of the patient’s maintenance. The policyof boarding patients 
out with unrelated guardians, gradually adopted by the larger 
parishes, brought about a change. The patients boarded with un- 
related guardians soon outnumbered those under the charge of their 
relatives, and the preponderance in number of the former class 
over the latter has gone on increasing up to the present time. Un- 
related guardians have naturally to be remunerated at a rate which: 
not only covers the entire. cost of the patients’ maintenance but 
leaves a margin of profit, and the result leads necessarily to a large 
increase of the expenditure per head in the case of patients pro- 
vided for in private dwellings. Both the number of patients of this 
class and the expenditure per head is, however, small as compared 
with the number and the expenditure in institutions, and the result 
does not. therefore greatly affect the figures in the last column 
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dealing with the expenditure per head on pauper lunatics generally. Expenditure” 
These figures follow, it will be seen, the course shown by the fo" Pamper 
figures referring to the expenditure per head on patients in institu- = —— 
tions. Leaving out of! consideration the complicated questions Fe aiture per: 
connected with increased expenditure which is due to the growth head. 

of the number on the roll of pauper lunatics, which growth has 

been, fully dealt with in our former Reports, and is only incidentally 

touched upon here, it will be seen that these figures afford evi- 

dence that, on the whole, the insane poor are being provided for 

by those intrusted with their care with a due regard to economy. | 


A mere comparison of the figures showing the expenditure on Summary of 
pauper lunatics. in earlier and later years is apt to convey a false Facts as te 
impression, unless the special circumstances are kept in view under Expenditure, 
which: the increased expenditure took place ; and as the knowledge 27 Fallin 
of the fact that the expenditure in connection with pauper lunacy : 
has greatly increased is often accompanied by an erroneous belief 
that: the cost per head of maintaining the insane poor is also 
increasing, it may be useful to give the following summary of the 
facts.to which attention has been drawn. These are :— 


(1) That-the increase of the gross expenditure for the first fifteen 
or twenty years for which we possess statistics, in so far as it is the 
result of increased numbers of the insane poor, was an inevitable 
outcome of what the Lunacy Act of 1857 was intended to accom- 
plish, that is, the provision of sufficient asylum accommodation. 


_ (2) That the rise in the cost per patient in institutions during 
that period was due to causes easily understood, and chiefly to the 
fact that Royal Asylums, which in the earlier years maintained 
pauper lunatics at rates involving loss, raised the rates from time 
to time. -->. sa 


(3) That at’a period about fifteen to twenty years ago, the 
expenditure per head on pauper lunatics reached its. maximum ; 
and that, from that time onwards, although the expenditure: per 
head on patients in private dwellings has been rising, the expendi- 
ture per head on their maintenance in institutions, and on their 
maintenance generally, has been gradually falling. | 


It is necessary to bear in mind that the expenditure, as given in Cost of Land 
Table XXIV., refers only to the cost of maintenance which is 2d Builtings - 
born in the first instance by the poor-rate, and contributed to by representad dive 
the State and the relatives of paupers. It does not take into Lat eae 
account the interest on the greater part of the money which has.” 
been laid out in the purchase of land, and the erection of the 
institutions in which pauper lunatics are treated. ‘These expenses 
are defrayed out of special assessments on all Lunacy Districts in 
which District Asylums have been provided.* In the case of 
patients accommodated in Royal or Chartered Asylums, or in 
Parochial Asylums not belonging to the parishes to which the 
patients are chargeable, an addition to the charge for maintenance 
is made in most cases, in consideration of the accommodation

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having been provided by the institution, but this addition does not 


bear any definite relation to the actual cost of the accommodation. 


-. The contributions towards the maintenance of pauper lunatics 
~made by relatives and obtained from other private sources are 


shewn in the second last column of Table XXIII. They have 
increased from £1877 in 1859 to £11,829 in 1893-94. 


~ The annual Parliamentary Grant in aid of the cost of mainten- 
ance of pauper lunatics, first given for the year 1874-75, ceased in 
1889, and its place was taken by a fixed contribution towards the 
cost of maintenance of pauper lunatics of £90,500, in terms of 


. Section 22 of the Local Government (Scotland) Act, 1889. This 


contribution towards the cost to parishes of maintaining pauper 
lunatics was supplemented by a further fixed contribution of 
£25,000 under Section 2 of the Education and Local Taxation 


Account (Scotland) Act, 1892. 


These contributions are distributed among Parochial Boards by 
the Secretary for Scotland, as nearly as may be in the manner in 
which the annual Parliamentary Grant was distributed. The State 
contribution. for the year 1893-94 was equal to about 4s. 6d. per 
week for each patient for whose maintenance a sum was paid 
equal to or exceeding 8s.a week. No claim is allowable in respect 
of any excess of expenditure over 8s. a week. Expenditure. under 
that sum shares in the contribution in proportion to its amount. 

The contributions from State funds towards the maintenance 
of pauper lunatics, for each of the twenty years in which such 
contributions have been made, are shown in the following state-

The average daily cost of maintenance of pauper patients in the 
different classes of establishments for the ten years 1884-85 to 
1893-94 is shown in Table XXV. (Appendix A). The general 
average rate is shown by the Table to be 1s. 34d., which is the 
same as that for the previous six years. 


Table XXVI. (Appendix A) shows, from returns furnished 
by inspectors of poor, the average daily rate of maintenance for 
each mode of providing for pauper lunatics in each county during 
the year ending 14th May 1894, and the proportion in which each 
mode is adopted in each county. It appears from this Table that 
the daily cost of maintaining pauper lunatics in asylums, in 
licensed wards of poorhouses, and in private dwellings, varies 
considerably in the different counties. 
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As regards asylums, the lowest average daily cost per head for Expenditure 
a county is a 1s. 1?d. and the highest is 1s. 7#d., which, calculated jo" Pauper 
for the year, would be £20, 18s. 2$d. and £30, Os. 82d. eer eae 

As regards the licensed wards of poorhouses, the lowest. daily Dayy cost 
cost for a county is 9d. and the highest is 1s. 44d., or £13, 13s. 9d. provision for 
and £24, 14s. 34d. per annum. paar gouns 
_ As regards private dwellings, the lowest average daily cost for 
a county is 64d. and the highest is 1s. 14d. or £9, 10s. lid. and 


£20, 3s. 04d. per annum. 


Table XX VII. (Appendix A) shows the present rates of board for Rates of Board 
pauper lunatics in each of the various classes of establishments and the Po arma 
minimum rates for private patients in Royal and District Asylums. 

From this Table it appears that the minimum rates of board at 
which pauper patients are received in the Royal or Chartered 
Asylums range from £24 per annum, which is the rate in the. 
Crichton Royal Institution, to £32, which is the rate in the 
Aberdeen Royal Asylum. In District Asylums the rates for patients 
belonging to the respective districts range from £19, 18s. 8d. in the 
Argyll Asylum to £26 in the Perth Asylum and in the Roxburgh 
Asylum. In Parochial Asylums the estimated cost for the pauper 
lunatics of the parishes to which these establishments severally 
belong varies from £20, 4s. 1d., which is the estimated cost in the 
Glasgow City Parochial Asylum, to £26, 14s. 1d., which is the 
estimated cost in the Barony Parochial Asylum. 

The rates in District Asylums may be regarded as showing 
in these establishments the actual cost of maintenance as. 
distinguished from the cost of lodging. It is proper, therefore, 
when comparing these rates with those in Royal and Parochial 
Asylums, to keep in view that the expense of erecting and fitting 
up District Asylums is defrayed out of county assessment; 
whereas, in the case of Royal Asylums, it is defrayed either out 
of endowments, or out of the profits derived from keeping private 
patients, or out of the board charged for paupers; and in the 
case of Parochial Asylums, z.c., lunatic wards of poorhouses with 
unrestricted licences, it is defrayed out of the poor-rate, and is 
now taken more of less into account in the estimated cost given 
in the Table. In the rates given as representing the cost in the 
lunatic wards of poorhouses, which range from £15, 19s. 7d. in the 
Buchan Poorhouse to £26, 10s. 10d. in the Edinburgh Poorhouse, 
the cost of the Buildings is also to some extent taken into account. 

The great differences in the estimated cost of patients, shown 
between one establishment of the same class and another, both in 
the case of Parochial Asylums and Lunatic Wards of Poorhouses, 
are not accounted for by differences in these establishments in 
regard to dietary or accommodation. 


Table XXVIII. shows the expenditure by District Boards of Cost of 
Lunacy during the financial year 1893-94, on lands, buildings, and prvidins 
furnishings of District Asylums, and other expenses connected Asylum Ac- 
therewith. It refers entirely to expenditure on pauper lunatics Commedation. 
paid out of county assessments, as distinguished from the expendi- 


ture which is met by poor-rates levied on parishes. 
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Column 9 of the Table shows that the net outlay on District 
Asylums during the year 1893-94 for land, and for the erection, 
repair, and furnishing of buildings, &c., was £200,397. A consider- 
able proportion of this amount is owing to the fact that three large 
asylums are in course of erection in Lanarkshire. | 

The second last column of the table shows that the amount of 
money, borrowed by District Lunacy Boards on the security of assess- 
ments, to provide landand buildings,and remaining unpaidat 15th May 
1894, was £462,715 ; and the last column shows that the total assess- 


ments on lunacy districts to provide the interest on sums borrowed, 
to repay instalments of principal, and to repair and maintain build- 


ings, &c., amounted for the year ending 15th May 1894, to £50,625. 


Table X XTX. shows in detail the expenditure on the mainten- 
ance and management of pauper lunatics in each District Asylum 
during the financial year 1893-94, and the net cost at which the 
patients of each asylum are maintained. The average cost of 
maintenance and management per patient for the year 1893-94 1s 
£23, 11s. 9d., and after deduction of farm profits, the average net 
cost is £22, 16s. 6d.;* which shows a decrease in the net cost over 
the previous year of 17s. 8d. per patient. The expenditure, under 
such heads of these Tables as embrace articles produced by asylum 
farms and gardens, is liable to be more or less affected by varying 
estimates of value, but as an over or under estimate of the value of 
farm produce would only have the ultimate effect of increasing or 
diminishing the apparent profit on the farm account, they cannot 
affect the ‘net maintenance expenses,” which are stated under deduc- 
tion of farm profits. Thefollowing statement shows the total expenses 
per patient, as shown by the Table, in all District Asylums for the 
year 1893-94, and the expenses under the six heads specified :—

The expenditure naturally fluctuates somewhat from year to 
year; but on the whole it will be seen that the gross expenditure 
has been falling, the total expenses in the first year dealt with 
being £25, 4s. 8d. per patient, and in the last £23, 11s. 9d. A 
decrease is shown under most’of the heads of the statement, but 
the main decrease occurs under the head ‘ Food,’ and must be chiefly 
attributed to a general fall in the price of provisions. The figures, 
generally, afford a satisfactory proof that District Lunacy Boards 
are showing a due regard to economy in their arrangements for the 
maintenance of patients in the asylums under their management. 


Table XXX. shows the quantity per inmate (including patients Quantities

In comparing the various amounts of profits shown, it is necessary 
to take into consideration the different estimates of the value of 
the produce supplied to the asylums. 


X. DANGEROUS LUNATICS. 


The following statement shows the number of persons sent te 
asylums as dangerous lunatics, in each of the ten years 1885-94, 
at the instance of the Procurator-Fiscal, under the provisions of 
the 15th section of 25 & 26 Vict. cap. 54 :—

The lunacy of persons so committed does not usually differ from 
the lunacy of persons committed in the ordinary way. Some 
accident in their history, such as might occur in the history of 
almost any lunatic, generally constitutes the only difference; but 


when they have been committed to an asylum under the provisions 


of the Act referred to, difficulties lie in the way of their discharge, 
unless they can be certified to have completely recovered. It is 
not desirable that patients should be often confined in asylums 
under this procedure; but it sometimes has advantages, and certain 
cases could not be satisfactorily dealt with except in the manner 
provided for by this or some similar enactment. 

The figures in the statement, however, by no means disclose the 
extent to which the provisions of the section dealing with danger- 
ous lunatics are taken advantage of. In the great majority of 
cases in which proceedings are begun under that section, an under- 
taking is given at an early stage of the procedure, by an Inspector 
of Poor or some person interested, that arrangements will be made 
for the safe custody of the lunatic which will be satisfactory to 
the Sheriff. In these cases an engagement that the patient will be 
placed in an asylum on a Sheriff's order, obtained in the ordinary 
way, is almost always regarded by the Sheriff as ‘an arrangement 
to his satisfaction,’ and no further procedure under the section 

takes place. 

It is a wise provision of the law which permits proceedings to 


be begun under the provisions of the section specially referring to 


dangerous lunatics, and which allows them to be concluded under 
the provisions of that dealing with ordinary cases of lunacy, be- 
cause in this way the section referring to dangerous lunatics can 
be taken advantage of for the protection either of the public or of 


the lunatic in cases where no steps for the lunatic’s confinement 


are taken by those on whom the duty of doing so would in ordinary 
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circumstances fall, while by concluding the proceedings in “the Dangerous © 
manner prescribed for ordinary cases, needless expenditure is 14s. 
saved, and the obstacles to the patient’s discharge, which are inter- 

posed by the terms of the fifteenth section, and are in the great 
‘majority of cases found to be unnecessary and undesirable, are 
removed, 


XI. ALIEN LUN ATICS. Alien Lunatics, 


During 1894, 55 pauper lunatics were removed from Scotland, 
from having no settlement in that country. Of these patients, all 
of whom were removed from asylums, 21 were sent to England, 
33 to Ireland, and 1 to Germany. 

We again call attention to the circumstance that pauper lunatics 
who are thus sent to Ireland are frequently, on arriving there, 
placed in the ordinary wards of poorhouses, from ‘which they soon 
discharge themselves and return to this country. 


XII. LUNATICS UNDER JUDICIAL FACTORS. Cnnetics 
. fi under Judicial 

At the end of December 1894 there were 759 persons reported *#°to: 
to us by the Accountant of the Court of Session as under Judicial 
Factory in consequence of mental unfitness for the management of 
their affairs. This number is exclusive of some of the cases in 
which the means of the wards have been exhausted, though the 
Factory has not been formally discharged by the Court. 

These persons were disposed of in the following way :— 


464 were in asylums in Scotland; | ! ae 
253 were in private dwellings in Scotland; and tel ts 
42 were resident either in asylums or private dwellings ~ 
beyond the direct jurisdiction of the Board. 


Of the 42 who were beyond the direct jurisdiction of the Board, 
15 were in asylums in England, 20 were in private dwellings in 
England, 1 was in a private dwelling in Ireland, 1 was in an asylum 
in Australia, 3 in private dwellings in Australia, 1 in a private 
dwelling in Africa, and 1 in an asylum in Germany. 

All patients resident in Scotland whose estates are under the 
management of Judicial Factors were visited by our officers during 
the year, except some whose position and circumstances were other- 
wise satisfactorily known, and in whose cases visitation was thought 
undesirable. | 


XIII. QUINQUENNIAL RETROSPECT. 


THE STATISTICS oF LUNACY FROM 1858 to 1895. ; Quinquennial 
Wie Retrospect. 


From Ist J anuary 1858, when we entered on our functions, to Increase of 
Ist January 1895, the total number of lunatics officially known to Nw*.. 
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the Board and on their registers has increased from 5824 to 13,852, 
showing an increase of 8028. | 

In Table I. of Appendix A, we give the number of private and 
pauper lunatics, of whom we had official cognisance, exclusive of 
the inmates of the Lunatic Department of H.M. General Prison, 
and of Training Schools for Imbecile Children, at 1st January 1858, 
and at 1st January of each year up to the present time, distinguish- 
ing the numbers of each category accommodated in establishments 
and in private dwellings, and also distinguishing between the sexes.

These figures show a decrease in private asylums, but an increase 
in every other kind of establishment, and also in private dwellings. 
Deducting the decrease of 593 in private asylums from the increase 
of 8621 shown under other heads, the figures give since 1858 a net 
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increase of 8028 in the number of lunatics under the jurisdiction Quinquennial 
of the Board, or 138 per cent. The increase of the population Be osPect- 
during the same period has been only 36 per cent.* Proportion of 
At Ist January 1895 the proportion of private lunatics in estab- poreiiion.

The proportion of pauper lunatics in establishments per 100,000 
of population was at the beginning of this year 214, which is 7 
above last year, and is the highest figure yet recorded. 
The proportion of pauper lunatics in private dwellings per 
100,000 of population was at the beginning of this year 65, which 
is 2 more than last year, and is the highest proportion recorded. 
The proportion of all pauper lunatics per 100,000 of population 
shows an almost steady increase since 1858, and at the beginning 
of this year attained its highest figure of 279, as against the next 
highest 270 which was attained last year. 


The aggregate statistical facts of the last quinquenniad are given Statistics of 
in Table IV. of Appendix A. It is shown in that table, that the uinquenniad, 
average number of registered lunatics of all classes during the 
quinquenniad was 12,633. This is 314 for every 100,000 of 
population. The average annual number placed on the register 
was 2972, or 74 for every 100,000 of population. The average 
annual number removed from the register, excluding deaths, was 
1694, or 42 for every 100,000 of population. And the average 
annual number removed from the register by death was 980, or 
24 in every 100,000 of population.

The average number on the register at 1st January increased, it 
will be seen, from the first quinquenniad to the second by 24 per

to the’ fourth by 24. These increases, which were mostly con-' 


tributed by pauper patients, are large and steady; but perhaps the 


most remarkable fact shown by a comparison of the statistics of 
the last quinquenniad with the statistics of previous quinquenniads, 
is the great increase, in proportion to population, of :persons placed 
on the register of lunatics during each year, as shown in the 
second column of the statement. This number did not increase at 
all from the first quinquenniad to the third; but it increased by 7 
from the third to the last quinquenniad. The number of removals 
from the register, excluding the deaths, have not shown an appreci- 
able increase. They have indeed been becoming fewer in proportion 
to the numbers on the register. In the first of the quinquenniads 
given in the statement under consideration, they amounted to 
16-4 per cent. of the average number on the register. In the 
second they were 15:7 per cent., in the third 13-2 per cent., and in 
the last 13°5 per cent. The deaths do not show much variation in 
rate. In the first quinquenniad they were 7°6 per cent. of the 
average number of patients on the register, in the second 7°5 per 
cent., in the third 7:1 per cent., and in the last 7°8 per cent. 

The remarkable increase in the number annually placed on the 
register during the last quinquenniad consists, as is the case with 
the increased number on the register at Ist January, chiefly of an 
increase in the number of pauper lunatics. Of the total increase 
in the average annual number placed on the register during the 
last’ quinquenniad, as compared with the average annual number 
during the previous quinquenniad, which was an increase from 
2573 to 2972, or 399, 339 was due to an increase in the number of 
patients, and only 60 to an increase in the number of private 
pauper patients. A detailed statement of the manner m which 
this increase in the number of pauper lunatics was contributed by 
the several counties in Scotland is shown in the following two 
Tables :—

The Tables are abstracts of the information given in Tables 
XII, XIII, and XIV. of Appétidix A. Table I. shows the quin- 
quennial averages per 100,000 of the population (1) of the 
mutthber of persons who became pauper lunatics annually, and were 
sent to establishments from the parishes of each county; (2) of 
the mtiimber of pauper lunatics transferred from cate ih private 
dwellings to establishments; and (3) of the numbet of pauper 
lunatics resident in establishments. Table II. shows the quin- 
quennial averages per 100,000 of the population,—(1) of the 
number in each county who became pauper lunatics, atid were left 
in private dwellings ; (2) of the number of pauper lunatics trans- 
ferred annually from establishments to private dwellings; and (3) 
of the number resident in private dwellings. Each Table gives 
also the increase or decrease of the numbers for each county, and 
fot the several categories from the first quinquenniad to the 
seventh, and also from the sixth to the seventh. 


The most important parts of Table I. are the first and third 
sections, in which the numbers of persons annually sent to estab- 
lishments immediately after becoming pauper lunatics, and the 
average numbers resident in establishments, are given. The second 
section of the Table is, however, not without value, because it is 
desitable, in order that the total number sent to establishments 
may be ascertained, to know the number of persons sent to 
establishments who may have been for some time already on the 
register of pauper lunatics, as well as the number of those sent at 
once to establishments. The numbers in this section are, however, 
as a glance at the Table will show, comparatively small. 


Fé will be observed in the first section of Table I. that the 
number of persons sent to establishments from the different 
counties in the first quinquenniad (1860-64) differ very widely. 
The number sent from Inverness, for example, was on y in the’ 
adel gs of 14 per 100,000 of the population, while the number 
sent from the county of Edinburgh was 53. Similar differences 
appear mm the numbers belonging to the different counties in the 
third seetion of the Table, where the average number resident in 
establishthents appears for Inverness in the proportion of 92 per 
100,000 of inhabitants, and for Edinburgh in the proportion of 197. 
If these differences are examined, as has been indicated in previous 
Reports of the Board, it will be found that they correspond broadly 
with the extent to which asylum accommodation was then available 
for the several counties. When the present system of lunacy 
administration was introduced, asylum accommodation was very 
unequally distributed over the country. Over large districts of 
Scotland it was necessary, when a pauper lunatic was sent to an 
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asylum, to undertake what, owing to the absence of railways and 
other convenient means of communication, was a laborious journey 
of two or three days to reach the asylum; and it is only reasonable 
to expect that, in such districts, asylum treatment would be less 
frequently resorted to than where establishments for the insane 
were within easy access. With the improvement of the means of 
communication, and the more abundant supply of asylum accom- 
modation within easy reach, the disparities which existed in the 
earlier periods have largely disappeared, and in many cases the 
relative positions of the counties have been reversed. In the cases 
of Inverness and Edinburgh, for instance, we find, from the first 
section of Table L, that in the seventh quinquenniad (1890-94) 
the annual number sent to establishments from Inverness was (ar 
and the number from Edinburgh was 69; and from the third 
section that the average number belonging to Inverness who were 
resident in establishments in the quinquenniad 1890-94 was 259, 
while the number for Edinburgh was 172. 


STATISTICS OF PAUPER LUNATICS IN ESTABLISHMENTS. 


We have thought it useful in previous Reports to compare the 
statistics of the Highland and Insular parts of Scotland with those 
of the more densely populated Central region which lies between 
the Firths of Forth and Clyde, and we continue this comparison 10 
the present Report. The Highland and Insular counties are 
roughly divided from the rest of Scotland by a line drawn from 
the east of Elgin to the Firth of Clyde. They consist of the 
counties of Shetland, Orkney, Caithness, Sutherland, Ross, Inver- 
ness, Nairn, Elgin, Argyll and Bute. The Central group consists 
of the counties of Dumbarton, Renfrew, Ayr, Lanark, Stirling, 
Linlithgow, Clackmannan, Edinburgh, Peebles and Selkirk. The 
rest of Scotland, which may be called Unselected counties, are 
Aberdeen, Banff, Berwick, Dumfries, Fife, Forfar, Haddington, 
Kincardine, Kinross, Kirkcudbright, Perth, Roxburgh and Wig- 
town. These groups form a classification which may be used to 
illustrate the influence of social conditions of many kinds. 
Characteristics which may be kept in view are, that the Highland 
and Insular region contains the most distinctively rural population, 
that it has the largest amount of ordinary pauperism, and: that 
its inhabitants are least affected by the hurry and worry of modern 
life. In the Central region the opposite conditions prevail. It 
contains the greatest proportion of town population, it has the 
smallest proportion of ordinary pauperism, and the hurry and worry 
of modern life is found there in its most intense form. A com- 
parison of the statistics of these two regions may therefore throw 
some light on the nature of the increase in the number of the 
pauper insane which has been showing itself more or less over. 
the whole of Scotland. The following statement gives the statistics 
of these two groups of counties, and also of the intermediate 
counties which are tabulated as “unselected,” as regards pauper 
lunatics both sent to and resident in establishments, for the last. 
four quinquenniads. This statement shows the total number of 
pauper lunatics sent to asylums, per 100,000 of the population 
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of each region, that is, the number includes both those placed at Quinquennial 
once in asylums on becoming pauper lunatics, and those who had Fetrospect.

This statement, of which the first division corresponds to sections 
1 and 2 of Table I. combined, and the second division to section 3 
of Table I., shows that, in the period 1875-79, the Highland 
and Insular counties and the Unselected counties sent patients to 
asylums in equal proportion, the numbers for both being 45 in 
every 100,000 of their populations, and that the Central counties 
sent 59 in every 100,000. In the latest period, 1890-94, the 
numbers had increased for every group of counties—21, a very 
considerable number, being the increase for the Highland and 
Insular group. The Unselected group had increased by 11, and 
the Central group by only 4. From quinquenniad to quinquenniad 
the progress of the numbers shows considerable variation. From 
the first (1875-79) to the second (1880-84) there was a decided 
increase in the Highland and Insular group of 11, in the Un- 
selected group it was 6, and in the Central group there was no 
increase. From 1880-84 to 1885-89 there was a slight decrease 
in each group, except the Highland and Insular group, where there 
was an increase of only 1. From 1885-89 to 1890-94, there was 
again a considerable increase in all the groups, 9 in the Highland and 
Insular, 8 in the Unselected and 6 in the Central. The two facts 
which are most remarkable in these statistics are (1) the consider- 
able increase which took place everywhere between the third and 
fourth period after the apparent arrest of the tendency to increase, 
which showed itself between the second and the third period, and (2) 
the much greater tendency to increase which is continuously shown 
by the numbers for the Highland and Insular counties than by those 
for the other two groups, the difference being most marked between 
the Highland and Insular and the Central regions. The numbers 
in the last four columns of the statement which refer to the 
pauper lunatics resident in establishments, correspond in their 
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features to the numbers in the preceding columns. There is the | 
rise from the first to the second period, the comparative pause from 
the second to the third, and the rise from the third to the ourth 
period, and there is also the specially large increase in the numbers 
for the Highland and Insular counties. The contrast between 
these counties and the Central counties is even more striking in 
the last four columns. They show an increase in the Highland 
and Insular counties of 96 per 100,000 of population from the first 
quinquenniad (1876-80) to the last (1891-95), and an increase of 
only 27 in the Central counties. From 1886-90 to 1891-95 the 
difference is not so great, though it is still considerable, the increase 
in the former group being 29, and in the latter group 12. 

We haye in previous Annual Reports drawn attention to the 
fact that the increase in the number of pauper lunatics in 
establishments has been much greater in the Highland and Insular 
counties than in the rest of Scotland, and that the increase has been 
least in the Central counties, and we have discussed the reasons 
for these differences. We shall not enter upon this discussion on 
the present occasion, but merely point out that these differences 
eontinue to characterise the statistics. 


THE STATISTICS OF PAUPER LUNATICS IN PRIVATE DWELLINGS. 


We present in the following statement the statistics relating 
to pauper lunatics in private dwellings for the last four quin- 
quenniads, adopting the same geographical Classification as was 
used when dealing with pauper lunatics in establishments, and 
reducing in the same way the numbers to the proportions per 
100,000 of the population of each region.

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The three divisions’ of this statement correspond to the three Quinguennial 
sections of Table II. The first head of the statement refers to those RetronReeh 
persons who were placed on the register as pauper lunatics in private Statistics of | 
dwellings, that is, who were certified insane, and who were in receipt ike Weenie 
of parochial relief, but who were not regarded: as requiring to be sent, —= 
to asylums. The figures show that the three groups. of counties peas ee 
differ widely in the extent to which such action takes place, and Private 
that there has been no variation of practical importance in the Dwellings. 
numbers referring to any of the groups during the whole: period 
embraced by the four quinquenniads. The average number for the 
Highland and Insular region is 12, the average number for the 
Unseleeted counties is 3, and the average number for the Central 
counties is 1. This means that insane persons come comparatively 
seldom upon the poor-roll in the Central. counties, unless they are 
thought to require asylum treatment, and that it is comparatively 
frequent, that it is indeed twelve times as coramon, for persons not 
requiring asylum treatment to come on the poor-roll in the High- 
land and Insular counties. In the Unselected counties it is three 
times as common. The causes of the disparity in the numbers 
are to be found chiefly either in the greater poverty of the districts 
where the numbers are high, or in the greater readiness of the 
relatives of the insane in these districts to apply for relief. .. The 
steadiness of the numbers for each region through the whole 
twenty years, 1875-94, is very striking. 

The second head of the statement refers to pauper lunatics 
transferred unrecovered from establishments to private dwellings. 

Under this head we have the statistics of what is called “boarding 
out ” in its stricter sense, and we find here again the Highland and 
Insular numbers predominating over the others. The predomin- 
ance is, however, much less pronounced than that shown in the first 
section, and in the later quinquenniads it is considerably less than 
in the earlier quinquenniads. The Unselected counties, as before, 
occupy a position intermediate between the other two groups. _. 
In the first column of the second head referring to 1875-79, the 
‘Highland and Insular counties give a proportion of 3:4 per 100,000 
of their population, and the Central counties give 1:2, or about 
one-third of the proportion for the Highland and Insular. The 
columns for the subsequent. periods show an increase of boarding 
out for every group of counties; but the increase is much greater 
for the Central counties than for the rest. The number for the 
Highland and Insular group is found to have doubled in the last 
period (1890-94), while the number for the Central group has 
quadrupled. This is in accordance with what has been indicated 
in our recent Annual Reports as to. the increasing activity of 
parochial authorities in the more densely populated districts in 
removing their pauper lunatics from asylums after they have 
ceased to benefit from asylum treatment, or to require detention 
in the interest of the public. 

The third head of the statement: deals with the average 
number at each period of pauper lunaties per 100,000 of population 
who were resident in private dwellings. These numbers are the 
result of the combined numbers under the two previous heads of the 
statement, after deducting removals from the register by death or 
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otherwise. The numbers for the whole of Scotland show an in- 
crease from 39 per 100,000 of population in the first quinquenniad 
to 63 per 100,000 in the last. The numbers for the Unselected 
counties when compared with the other two groups occupy, as 
before, an intermediate position. The numbers for the Highland 
and Insular counties are, as is to be expected, much higher at 
every period than either of the other two groups; but they have 
not increased from the first period to the last in nearly as 
great proportion as the others. The increase for the Highland 
and Insular counties has been only about 50 per cent., while the 
increase for the Central counties has been more than 130 per 
cent. Notwithstanding this greater rate of increase for the 
Central counties, the number in private dwellings in the last 
quinquenniad was, however, only 44 per 100,000, a very small pro- 
portion compared with the number for the Highland and Insular 
counties, which was 172. The important point in regard to 
these numbers to be kept in view is that the predominance of the 
Highland and Insular group now depends chiefly on the number of 
persons placed on the register of pauper lunatics who have never 
been thought to require asylum treatment. If the number of 
patients boarded out from asylums were alone in question, the 
difference between the numbers for the two regions would be 
greatly diminished. 


It has not been thought necessary, in reviewing the statistics of 
the past five years, to enter into the causes of the increase in the 
number of persons on the register of lunatics, because this matter 
formed the subject of a special Report supplementary to the last 
Annual Report. The foregoing remarks have therefore been little 
more than an indication of the changes in the numbers which have 
taken place. , | 


We have to announce, with deep regret, the death, since the 
foregoing part of this Report was put in type, of our colleague Mr 
John Guthrie Smith, Sheriff of Aberdeen and Kincardine. His 
eminent ability as a lawyer and his thorough knowledge of judicial 
procedure often proved of the greatest advantage to the Board, and 
we deplore the loss which we, both officially and personally, have 
sustained through his death.

The 2 voluntary inmates, who are entered as having left the asylum, remain in 
it, but now as certificated patients. 

Of the 49 deaths, 13 are registered as due to brain disease, 7 as due to heart. 
disease, 5 as due to erysipelas, 4 as due to pneumonia, 2 as due to phthisis, 3 as 
due to kidney disease, 2 as due to bowel disease, and 4 as due to senile decay. 

With reference to the 5 deaths from erysipelas, it appears that this disease has 
been prevalent on both sides of the house, and in connection with this, it has to 
be noted that 3 cases of diphtheria also have occurred. In consequence of the 
prevalence of erysipelas there has been a general overhauling of the drains, and 
some defects have been discovered and rectified. It is believed that when the 
new buildings are occupied, and the overcrowding has thereby been reduced, 
diseases of this character will be less numerous. 

In view of the whole circumstances of the asylum, the smallness of the number 
of deaths from phthisis, pneumonia, and other chest affections is noted with 
satisfaction, as an evidence of careful and liberal general and medical manage- 
ment, 

In the cases of 29 of the 49 patients who died, a post-mortem examination was 
made,

2 hours. 


Four accidents are recorded, each involving fracture of a bone, and each the 
result of a fall. 

The number of patients who have escaped and who have been absent for at 
least one night before being brought back, was 5. 

The changes among the attendants and servants have not been numerous. 
Twelve of them resigned and 1 was dismissed for rough usage of a patient. 

Considerable progress has been made in the erection of the new buildings 
which are to form the separate hospital, and the work seems to be of a very 
satisfactory character. It is suggested that the two courts of the hospital which 
are enclosed by buildings should be, in part, covered, and well lighted so as to form 
a place where the feebler patients might take exercise in bad weather, and where 
they might sit, in all weathers, while working, reading, or amusing themselves. 

About 34 acres of additional land have recently been acquired, with some 
buildings on them which may prove useful as accommodation for married 
attendants. It is proposed so to divert the public road which separates this 
additional land from the land previously in possession of the asylum as to make 
the new land and the old directly contiguous. The acquisition of this additional 
land is of great importance in the interest of both the patients and the institution. 

The wall of the front airing court on the male side is being pulled down, and 
it is understood that the wall of the corresponding: court.on the female side is 
also to be removed. 


It has been decided to introduce thé eleétric light into the asylum as soon as 


the new hospital buildings are completed, and in the hospital the necessary 
arrangements are being carried out as the erection proceeds. 


There are 87 patients in the succursal asylum at Daviot, and they are provided 
for in a very comfortable and satisfactory manner. It is in contemplation to 
make two small but important additions to the main house, namely, an extension 
of the kitchen, and the erection of a smoking room for the men. : i 

It is felt that, in winter, both of the houses at Daviot, which are about 500 feet 
above sea level, must often be very cold; and it is suggested that the Directors 
should consider whether sufficient warmth could not be obtained by the intro- 
duction of Musgrave’s slow combustion stoves, or by some other means of a 
similar character. ni oa 

Everything that was seen during the visit to the asylum disclosed such active 
progress in various’ desirable directions as justifies the expectation that the 
institution may soon equal, and, perhaps, in some respects surpass the most 
satisfactory asylums in the country. The Directors are. congratulated on this 
prospect : and it is recorded with. satisfaction that in all they are doing they 
appear to have fully in mind the interests of all classes of the insane, that is (1), 
of the insane who are paupers (2), of the insane who are. not paupers, but are, 
nevertheless, in straitened circumstances, and (3), of the insane who are in 
comfortable, or perhaps in affluent circumstances, .but who, notwithstanding, 
cannot without difficulty obtain the care and treatment which they need, except 
in an asylum. . 

The books and registers were examined, and were found to be carefully and 
correctly kept.

There are 714 patients on the register of the asylum. Of these, 112 males 
and 130 females are private patients, and 195 males and 277 females are paupers. 
All are resident in the asylum at present except 11 patients who are absent on 
statutory probation, and 1 patient who is absent on pass,—250 males and 361 
females being in the establishment at Aberdeen, and 51 males and 40 females

‘There have been 3 accidents 
involving fracture of bones ; but blame was not attached to those in charge in 
any of them. The most serious accident was the case of fracture of the pelvis 
already referred to. Enquiry was made into the circumstances of this accident. 
It was found to have been due to a sudden access of very violent excitement on 
the part of the patient, and it occurred in spite of the efforts of the attendant in 
charge to prevent it. Enquiry into the circumstances has also been made by the 
Procurator Fiscal. 

The hospital buildings continue to make satisfactory progress. The work is 
being pushed forward, and in view of the overcrowded state of the main building 
it cannot be pushed forward too rapidly. 

The only part of the institution where there is vacant space is the section for 
the higher class private patients at Elmhill. There is room there for a consider- 
able addition to the number of patients, and the accommodation is excellent. 

There is nowhere indeed where more satisfactory accommodation can be obtained 
at the rates of board which are charged. ; 

The south front of the main building at Aberdeen has been much improved 
by the removal of the male airing court wall, and the patients will benefit by 
the change. 

The supply of water at the Daviot branch has not hitherto been sufficient for 
its requirements, but arrangements are now being made for gathering a consider- 
able supply of water at a point below the building, and it is hoped that, by 
ee of an hydraulic ram, an adequate supply can be raised thence to the 

uilding, . . Sueno! 

The cheerful appearance of the accommodation at Daviot as usual produced a 
_ very favourable impression, and this was enhanced by the profusion of beautiful 
plants in flower with which it was decorated. Plans have been prepared for the 
addition tothe Daviot buildings referred to in the preceding entry, and it is 
understood that the work is to be commenced immediately. It was seen with 
regret that dry rot: has attacked the wood‘of the ground floor of the house for 
men, but it is hoped this will be got rid of-by the steps which are being taken. 

The administration of the asylum’ by Dr Reid, and the treatment of the 
patients, continue to be conducted with much care and ability.

Owing to a severe snowstorm most of the patients are at present obliged to 
remain indoors. 

The alterations and additions to the male side of the old building, intended to 
provide hospital accommodation, are now making satisfactory progress ; and the 
new building over the coal cellars has been roofed in, and will soon be ready for 
use. 

There was frequent evidence during the visit that the case of each patient is 
carefully considered and judiciously treated, and that the administration of the 
institution is conducted with energy and ability.

There is nothing in the nature of the causes of the deaths which calls for 
remark. In the cases of 6 of the 8 patients who died, a post-mortem examina- 
tion was made. The records of these examinations are full, and the case-books 
are kept with much care. 

There are 6 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring to 
the restraint of 2 persons, and the seclusion of 1. Three accidents are recorced 
__none of them of a serious character. Two escapes are registered, nine attend- 
ants and servants resigned, and one was dismissed, but not for any grave fault. 

Considerable progress has been made with the addition to the asylum. When 
completed, it will accommodate 34 men. All the mason, carpenter, plaster, and 
plumber work, and all the painting will have been done by patients and 3 
artisan attendants. They will have done everything except the slating—a part 
of the work on which it would not be safe to employ patients. This is believed 
to be the largest piece of work which has been executed by patients and their 
attendants in Scotland. That such a thing is possible, reflects most creditably 
on the management. A great eflort is made to employ the patients usefully. 
The number of those found working at trades was very large. At the time of 
the visit 10 patients were working as masons, and doing excellent work, 5 were 
working as joiners, 3 as tailors, 2 as shoemakers, 2 as painters, 2 as blacksmiths, 
1 as a plasterer, 1 as a plumber, 1 as a baker, 1 as a stoker, and 1 as the 
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storekeeper’s assistant. In addition to these, 80 men were engaged at the Appendix B.

There are 415 patients on the register of the asylum,—186 men and 229 
women. Of these, 3 men are ‘absent on statutory probation, and 1 man is 
absent on pass. The remaining 411 patients are inmates of the institution at 
present and were seen during the visit. ‘The presence of so large a number of 
patients is a source of great anxiety. It is 31 above the number resident on 
29th May, the date of last visit, at which time the asylum was regarded as 
greatly overcrowded. It was then recommended that the District Board 
should endeavour to obtain immediate relief to the overcrowding by some 
temporary arrangement, and the necessity for such a step is greater now than it 
was then. ‘The air in the dayrooms, when all the patients are present, is heavy 
and unwholesome ; and many of the dormitories are crowded to an alarming 
degree. With regard to the relief that may be expected from the use of the 
new buildings it has to be kept in view that it will be more than twelve months 
before the new female wing—the part of the new buildings nearest completion— 
can be brought into use ; and even if all the new buildings at present in progress 
were ready for immediate occupation, the enlarged asylum ‘scliniys of the new 
accommodation, would only be sufficient to provide adequately for the present 
number of inmates.

Commissioners’ and 46 at knitting. Ninety men are idle—4 refusing to work, 53 disabled by 
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their mental condition, and 33 disabled by their physical condition. This 
proportion of unemployed male patients is large, and efforts should be made 
to.diminish it. Twenty-six women are idle—8 on account of their mental con- 
dition, and 18 from physical disability. Eleven men and 18 women are confined 
to bed by illness or infirmity. |

Since the date of last visit 74 men and 48 women have been admitted ; 32 . 
men and 18 women have been discharged as recovered; 14 men and 12 women 
discharged as unrecovered ; one man has been discharged as not insane ; and 17 
men and 17 women have died. ; 

Of the 34 deaths 9 are registered as due to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
9 as due to diseases of the nervous centres, and 6 as due to heart disease. In 
the cases of 19 of the patients who died a post-mortem examination was made. 

There are 66 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring to 
15 persons. One accident is recorded—fracture of 3 ribs, sustained in a 
struggle with an attendant. The patient recovered, and the attendant was not 
regarded as blameworthy. Four escapes are registered. Six attendants have 
resigned, and three were dismissed—1 for intemperance and 2 for immoral 
conduct. 

The new buildings are already partially occupied, and reasonable efforts are 
being made to complete them and to bring them into full occupation. This 
remark refers both to the extensions of the main building and to the separate 
hospital for contagious diseases. 

The population of the asylum is still growing, but even if there is no further 
growth, it will be overcrowded when the new buildings are finished and occupied. 
In view of this it is recommended that a serious effort be made to transfer all 
those patients to care in private dwellings, who have ceased to need care and 
treatment’ in a fully equipped asylum. The fact that the asylum draws its in- 
mates from so many parishes makes it less easy to: give- practical effect to this 
recommendation than would be the case if all the inmates came from two or 
three large parishes, but it is believed that much may be done in spite of this 
difficulty, if the eftort is earnestly made. 1n connection with this it must be 
remembered that it has now been satisfactorily shown that suitable guardians 
can be found in the county. 

In spite of the confusion and makeshifts necessarily resulting from the build- 
ing operations which are in progress, the asylum was found in good order, and 
everything is being done that can be done to secure the comfort and safety of the

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patient who was violent during excitement. There have been two escapes, and — 


in one instance the patient was absent one night. before being brought back. Four 
accidents are recorded, one consisted of a fracture of the tibia due to a fall, and 
the others were ofa trifling character. Three attendants have resigned and one 
was dismissed, and five have been engaged. ‘i 

The general health and physical condition of the inmates were most satisfactory. 
Their appearance was indicative of an adequate dietary and plenty of exercise 
in the open air. They had an excellent and abundant dinner of Irish stew and 
bread during the visit ; and it was served in a neat and orderly manner. The 
patients were entirely free from excitement during the meal. - 

The industrial occupation of the patients receives careful consideration. 
There are 55 men and 54 women—109 in all—daily engaged in work which is 
- active, useful and interesting. 

The dayrooms and dormitories were scrupulously clean, and in admirable order. 
The beds were clean and well furnished—each bed is provided with a bolster 
and pillow. Strips of carpet are being laid in the dormitories, and they give a 
cheerful and comfortable appearance to the rooms. The laundry has been pro- 
vided with fireclay tubs and the floor has been laid with cement. These im- 
provements add to the comfort of the patients and to the efficiency of the work 
done there. The doors leading from the main wards to the inner hall are now 
left open, and the effect of these open doors has proved to be beneficial. 

The reconstruction of the drainage and sanitary arrangements is now completed 
and the refitting of the lavatories and water-closets has been done in a very 
efficient manner. These improvements cannot fail to have a-marked beneficial 
effect on the sanitary condition of the asylum. : * 

The establishment has every appearance of being under able and: conscientious 
management, and the impression left by the visit was of a-most pleasing 
character. No patient made any complaint, and it was evident that the in- 
mates are treated with kindness and consideration. -

No patient was found in restraint or seclusion during the visit, and the 
Register shows that no instance of the use of either of these modes of treatment 
has occurred since last visit.

The establishment was found everywhere in excellent order. The accommoda- eihtcn, 
tion for private patients, including as it does the original building of the Royal 
Crichton Institution, and such mansion-houses as Kinmount, Netherwood, &c., is Institution 
of the highest class. It is understood, however, with cordial approval that the Dumfries. 
Directors have in view the early reconstruction of the male side of the Second 
House, which is chiefly used for pauper patients. The accommodation which 
it at present affords cannot be regarded as satisfactory, and it is out of harmony 
with the rest of the institution. It is also learned with approval that the 
Directors have in contemplation the erection of a separate hospital building—a 
very desirable addition to the resources of the asylum. 
A valuable addition to the equipment of the asylum has recently been made 
by the fitting up of rooms for conducting pathological investigation. This kind 
of investigation is one which should be specially fostered by such institutions as 
the Crichton, and it is learned with satisfaction that it is intended to furnish 
the rooms with a full set of the best modern appliances for conducting it. 
One of the most important of the functions performed by the institution, and 
the one which is most directly in accordance with the spirit of the original 
foundation, is its charitable function. It is therefore satisfactory to find that 
the contributions made from the funds towards reducing the rates of board of 
patients in straitened circumstances, not only continue to be considerable in 
amount, but have appreciably increased during recent years. The effect of 
these contributions is to make the payment for accommodation as private 
patients, in many cases where the nominal rates of board are £40 or £60, amount 
to only £30, £20, and even smaller sums per annum ;—in some exceptional 
cases the payment being reduced to as little as £5 per annum. The total 
amount of these contributions from the funds of the institution towards reducing 
the boards of patients belonging to the counties of Dumfries, Kirkcudbright, and 
Wigtown, is at present over £1300 per annum. It should be recognised that 
one of the results of this must be to prevent the maintenance of many of the 
patients so assisted from falling on the parochial rates ; and thus, not only are 
many of the insane saved from having the stigma of pauperism attached to them, 
but the public burdens of parishes in the district are materially lightened. 
The general management of the institution continues to be conducted with 
energy and ability. 
The books and registers were examined, and were found regularly and cor- 
rectly kept.

No patient was found in seclusion.or wearing any special dress, and there is 
no entry in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion—indeed there is no entry in 


this Register since 21st July 1893. 


T'wo of these were of a trifling character, and 
the third involved the fracture of a rib, which entailed no serious consequence. 

No attendant or servant has been dismissed, and there have been only 6 
resignations. . E tl 

The number of patients who have escaped, and have been absent for at least 
one night before being brought. back, is only six. 

The asylum continues to be managed by Dr Rutherford with great ability, 
earnestness and courage, and with a very gratifying success. It does a large 
amount of good work, commands the confidence of the public, and prospers in 
all directions. The patients may be described at the time of the visit as 
entirely without complaint, and only one patient showed excitement, and that 
was due to the presence of the Commissioner. So far as could be seen there is’ 
a complete absence of irksome discipline, and a large amount of trust and 
liberty are accorded to the patients, with the effect of increasing tranquillity and 
contentment. All the distinctive features of the management not only continue 
in operation, but grow in width and strength. These distinctive features take 
their origin and shape in the desire to promote the comfort, happiness, and 
general well-being of the patients. 

- The books and registers are kept with very commendable care and accuracy.

The cause of death is registered as brain disease in 14 cases, as cancer of the 
liver in 2 cases, and as heart disease, erysipelas, oedema of lungs, phthisis, 
rupture of the bladder, pneumonia, senile decay, syncope, and marasmus in 1 
case each.

There is no entry in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, 

One accident is recorded—a fracture of the clavicle while playing at football. 
The changes among the attendants and servants have been numerous—165 
having been dismissed and 21 having resigned. The cause of dismissal in 4 
cases was the striking of patients, and in 2 cases drunkenness. 

Some addition has been made to the decorative objects in some of the wards, 
and it is understood that more is to be done in this direction. 

There is much room for improvement in the clothing of the patients on both 
sides, but especially on the female side... Attention has often been drawn to this 
defect, which refers to the tidiness and also to the sufficiency of the clothing. 

The financial position of the asylum is more favourable than it was, and it is 
hoped that ere long it may be possible to provide more satisfactory accommoda- 
tion for private patients, either by building a new block for them, or by acquiring 
on lease some unoccupied mansion in the neighbourhood with grounds attached 
to it. é 

The separate block near the laundry, which was originally designed for patients 
labouring under infectious diseases—to be occupied by quiet workers in the 
laundry when no such diseases existed—is still used as the asylum hospital. It 
is unsuited for this purpose from many causes. . Jt is unprovided for instance 
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with hot water, It is accordingly recommended that there should be a rearrange-: Appendix B. 
ment of the day-rooms. and sleeping-rooms on the female side, by which a. suitable egy 
and efficient hospital section could be obtained.

During the period to which these figures refer 2 male patients were trans- 
ferred from the pauper to the private list. : 

The deaths are registered as due to brain disease in 5 cases, to heart disease 
in 3 cases, to phthisis in 1 case, to enteritis in 2 cases, and to senile decay in 2 
cases. Post-mortem examinations were made in every case except one. 

There have been 17 attendants and servants engaged, 2 were dismissed and 6 
resigned. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains no entry. Three accidents 
are recorded, the most serious being an intra-capsular fracture of the neck of the 
femur resulting from a fall. There have been 3. cases of escape in which the 
patients were absent one or more nights before being brought back to the 
asylum. 

The asylum was found well aired, clean, and in good order. No complaint 
was made by any of the patients. Some of the dormitories are however over- 
crowded. - The rearrangement of the female side of the asylum, referred to in the 
preceding entry, by which the building now used as a hospital would be used 
to accommodate some of the more trustworthy working patients, has not: yet 
been carried out, but one of the dormitories in the part of the main building 
proposed to be used as the hospital has been enlarged by the removal of a 
partition. Some improvements have been made in the furniture of the female 
side which tend to diminish the unhomelike appearance which asylum accommo- 
dation must always have to.a greater or less degree, and it is hoped that further 
improvements of a similar kind will be made. 

The clothing of the female pauper patients is improved, but that of the male 
pauper patients was in several cases not in a satisfactory condition. 

The medical records are well kept, and this is deserving of special commend- 
ation, as the number of admissions is very large in proportion to the number of 
inmates, the number of patients admitted during last year being as many as 185. 
Ten years ago the admissions during one year were only 150, and twenty years 
ago they were only 65. It is recommended that in view of the increased work 
which thns devolves on the medical staff the propriety of appointing an ad- 
ditional assistant medical officer should be considered by the Directors. 

In view of the extent to which the institution has been relieved of its financial 
embarrassment during recent years, it is desirable that the deficiences and dis- 
advantages under which it has suffered should now be remedied. Among the 
things required are the erection of a suitable chapel, the carrying of partitions 
through the roof of the main building so as to divide it into fire proof sections, 
the reconstruction and improvement of the waterclosets, lavatories, and bath- 
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rooms which have not already been dealt with, and the extension of the accom- 
modation for patients so as to provide against overcrowding. 

It is understood with approval that the Directors are about to take on lease 
the neighbouring mansion of Gray House for the accommodation of private 
patients. 

This will not only enable the Directors to provide in a more satisfactory 
manner for the patients already in the asylum at the higher rates of board, but 
should lead to a larger number of such. patients being received, and should thus 
be a financial benetit.

‘During the period to which the foregoing figures relate, 1 woman was traus- 
ferred from the private to the pauper list, and 2 men and 3 women from the 
pauper to the private list. 

The movement in the population continues to be very active. This involves 
much labour, anxiety, and responsibility in the management. 

There is nothing in the nature of the causes of death which calls for remark. 
Deaths from general paralysis, brain disease and heart disease, are frequent. 
Deaths from phthisis and lung diseases are not numerous. In the cases of 49 of 
the 67 patients who died a post-mortem examination was made. The staff of 
the asylum includes a Pathologist. The post-mortem examinations are made 
with great care, and a full record of the results is kept. Indeed the study of in- 
sanity in this field is as earnest as is its study at the bedside or in the wards ; 
and Dr Clouston and all his medical assistants take an active interest in the 
work and researches of the Pathologist. 

There are 107 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion since last 
visit, referring to the restraint of one person and to the seclusion of 6 persons 
many of them for very short periods. ‘Three fourths of the entries refer.to one 
patient, an exceptionally violent and dangerous woman. 

Seven accidents are recorded. Six of these were not of a serious character, but 
the seventh ended in death—a woman, who had not previously shown suicidal 
tendencies, set fire to her dress intentionally, and, though assistance was im- 
mediately rendered, she eventually died of the injuries she had sustained. 

_ The number of patients who have escaped since last visit and who have been 
absent for at least one night before being brought back is 5. Two of the 5 are 
still absent. 

Three attendants or servants have been dismissed since last visit and 27 have 
resigned. Only one change has taken place among the charge attendants or 
servants, and that was due to bad health. 

A large number of the patients engage in active games, many of them in the 
upen air. A golf club has been established—one fourth of the members being 
patients—and a golf course has been laid out on the grounds. Only patients, 
officers, and attendants are members of the club, and members only are allowed 
to play. In curling, one half of all rinks must consist of patients. So also in 
regard to outside bowls, one half of those engaging in every game must be 
patients, The American bowling alley is very popular, and patients constitute 
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a large majority of those frequenting it. Attendants are not permitted to play Appendix B. 
billiards with each other till after 9 p.m. There is an official cricket team, but see" 5% 
there is also a team almost entirely composed of patients. These details are FCI SSIORETS 
given in order to show that the trouble which is taken in instituting and keep- “7'7°* _ 

ing up these active games has chiefly in view the well-being and recreation of Royal and 

the patients. In an asylum with so large a number of private patients games of District 

this kind must be regarded as an important means of treatment, and the interest Asylums, 
taken in them is believed to lead often to recovery. But they are also of great <= 

use to officers and attendants, as tending to keep them in good health and to Tek h 
make them better able to perform their work in a satisfactory manner. 

An addition is being made to the laundry. It will provide separate reception 
and distributing rooms for the clothing of private patients of the higher class. 
It will also provide a dining-room for the laundresses, a parlour and bedroom for 
the head laundress, and sleeping accommodation for five of the laundresses. 

As often happens, the ventilation of, or current through, the chamber contain- 
ing the drying horses has proved defective, and the clothes hung on them, even 
when the temperature is high, are not dried. ‘This defect is to be removed by 
dividing the chamber into several chambers, and ventilating each chamber 
separately. 

The separate hospital—the mother of all separate asylum hospitals, maintains 
its high character. It is always visited with pleasure, and every visit yields 
instruction. The grounds attached, or open, to the female section of the hospital 
have been enlarged, and the day and sleeping-rooms in it have been made even 
brighter and more comfortable than they were. Everything about the male 
section is also highly satisfactory. 

Great progress has been made in the erection of New Craig House. South 

Craig Villa has for a considerable time been fully occupied, and it would be 
‘difficult to imagine more comfortable and suitable accommodation for ladies pay- 
ing the higher rates of board. The East Hospital section of New Craig House 
is almost ready for occupation, and it is expected that within a few weeks some 
ladies will be placed in its wards, which are most tastefully decorated ; it is 
hoped that the main buildings of New Craig House, including the Queen’s Craig 
Villa and the Bevan Villa will to a large extent be ready for occupation about 
this time next year. Itis safe to say that, when all the buildings are completed, 
Edinburgh, or rather Scotland, will possess an asylum for high class patients 
which will not have its equal anywhere, whether regard be had to the elegance, 
brightness, and comforts of the accommodation it will afford, or to the com- 
pleteness of its arrangements and appliances for the treatment and cure of 
disease. 

Increasing attention is paid to the training and teaching of the attendants. 
All the Medical Officers take a part in the work, and the training is made to 
reach all the attendants. The results are regarded as very satisfactory. It may 
not always be possible, by the instruction which is given, to make good nurses 
ed of bad nurses, but it is almost certain that it will always make good nurses 

etter. 

The general impressions left by the visit were the same as those which have 
long been left by visits to this asylum. From every point of view the manage- 
ment shows great ability and energy. The excellence of the general manage- 
ment is shown in the financial prosperity of the asylum. But that prosperity is 
of course also due to the well-merited reputation which the medical management 
has acquired, and which leads the friends of the insane to send them for treat- 
ment to the asylum.

There have been 34 attendants and servants engaged, 3 dismissed, and 22 
resigned. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 156 entries. They refer to 
the use of restraint in the treatment of 2 patients, and to the use of seclusion in 
the treatment of 6 patients. The restraint used was the camisole, for 14 days, 
on account of maniacal excitement ; the other entries under this head refer to 
the use of the shower-bath on seven occasions in the treatment of maniacal excite- 
ment. .Seven patients who escaped were not brought back until they had been 
one or more nights absent from the asylum. Four accidents are recorded,— 
involving fracture of bones, and 1 being a burn. 

There is no change to record in the general management of the institution. 
The effort to render the asylum as efficient as possible makes itself evident in 
every department. The evidences of this which have been referred to in previous 
reports were found as complete as on any former visit. The ordinary wants of 
the patients are well provided for. There is no asylum where it is more fully 
recognised that the majority of asylum patients require a more than usually 
nourishing diet ; the importance of adapting the clothing of the patients to their 
individual conditions, especially in regard to those in feeble bodily health, is 
duly kept in view ; and the necessity for comfortable accommodation and cheer- 
ful surroundings is given practical effect to. 

On the second day of the visit a picnic party consisting of 95 private patients 
went in carriages to Hopetoun House, and many of them spoke on the following 
day of how much they had enjoyedit. Excursions of this kind, and other similar 
arrangements for varying the monotony which is apt to characterise asylum life, 
are largely indulged in, A certain amount of variety of occupation and of 
recreation is necessary in most cases to stimulate to healthy modes of thought, 
and these arrangements are therefore of great value for their curative and ameli- 
orative effect. 

The Craig House buildings continue to make progress, and the excellence of 
the accommodation becomes more and more evident. ‘Two villas for ladies have 
just been completed, and are being furnished for immediate occupation. These 
villas, Bevan House and the East Hospital Villa, with the villa of South Craig 
opened some time since, complete the villa accommodation for the ladies’ side of 
the institution. The East Hospital Villa is specially interesting as being the first 
instance of the “separate hospital” idea being introduced into an asylum for the 
higher classes ; and it is also deserving of special notice on account of the 
successful way in which the requirements of a hospital have been combined with 
the comforts and elegancies of a private residence. It is expected that the 
greater part if not the whole.of the main building will be ready for occupation 
towards the end of the year.

On the 6th of February last Mr Pickeman, the Superintendent of the Asylum 
died. He had. been Superintendent for nineteen years, having received the 
appointment on the 13th of March 1875. He showed much ability in the 
management of the asylum, and he commanded the confidence of the’ District 
Lunacy Board, and of the public. Through his death it is understood that the 
asylum will also lose the services of Mrs Pickeman, who has been the trustworthy 
and capable Matron of the Asylum during the whole time her husband occupied 
the position of Superintendent. 

Considerable progress has been made with the new buildings. 

The day-rooms and dormitories were found in excellent order and scrupulously 
clean, and the condition of the inmates was in all respects satisfactory. The 
tidiness and suitability of their clothing attracted favourable notice. During the 
visit they had an excellent dinner which was neatly served. The dining-hall 
was full, and there was a complete absence of excitement. No patient made 
any complaint. 

There is no entry in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion. No accident is 
recorded, and no escape has taken place. Two attendants have resigned.

These figures show that the removals from the asylum exceed the admissions 
by 2, so that since last June there is a reduction. 

The death rate has been somewhat higher than usual. Of the 28 deaths, nine 
are registered as due to brain disease, 5 as due to phthisis, 6 as due to bronchitis 
or pneumonia, 4 as due to senile decay, and 1 as due to each of the following 
diseases—enteritis, cirrhosis of the kidneys, scrofula, aud cancer of the stomach. 
Fatal diseases of the respiratory organs thus appear to have been prevalent, and 
these it is believed will be less frequent when the overcrowding is relieved and 
the hospital arrangements are improved by the new buildings which are now 
being erected. 

There are 22 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion referring to the 
seclusion of 8 and the restraint of 2 persons for periods varying from 15 minutes 
to 7 hours. The 2 patients who were restrained are 2 of the 8 who were 
secluded. 

Five accidents are recorded. Each accident involved the fracture of a bone. 
In all the cases a satisfactory recovery followed, and in connection with the 
accidents no blame is attached to any one. 

Five of the attendants and servants were dismissed and 4 resigned. The 
cause of the dismissal in 1 instance was rough conduct to a patient. 

Four patients escaped and were absent for at least one night before being brought 
back. 

Thirteen men and 11 women were found in bed. No patient was found either 
in restraint or seclusion. The number of patients wearing some sort of special 
dress was 18—5 men and 13 women. 

The number of patients on parole is large—29 being on parole beyond the 
grounds and 67 on parole within the grounds. 

There are 131 men and 159 women or 290 patients in all, registered as use- 
fully employed. 

A considerable amount of papering and painting has been done since the 
asylum was last seen, and it is understood that more is to be done. 

Great progress has been made with the new buildings, and it is hoped that 
they will be nearly ready for occupation before the year is out. Careful con- 
sideration has been given to the warming and ventilation of these buildings, and 
the execution of the work appears to be very satisfactory. The introduction of 
the electric lighting is under consideration. 

The house was found in excellent order and yery clean. The inmates were 
free from excitement and no complaints were made.

The deaths among the certificated patients are registered as due in 7 cases to 
diseases of the brain, in 9 to diseases of the heart and lungs, in 1 to Bright’s 
disease, in 1 to exhaustion from melancholia, and in 5 to senile decay. One 
death occurred in the case of a voluntary inmate who was suffering from pneu- 
monia when he was admitted, and who died within 3 days of his admission. 
Post-mortem examinations were made in 10 cases. 
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The changes among the attendants and servants have been 39 resignations, 
6 dismissals, and the engagement of 50. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 5 entries. In the case of 2 
patients who escaped, they were not brought back the same day to the asylum, 
No accident of a serious character has occurred since last visit. 

The asylum was found everywhere in admirable order, and the patients were 
everywhere suitably and comfortably provided for. The ways in which the 
different parts of the institution are furnished are very successful in minimising 
their institutional character, and making their appearance suggestive rather of 
the arrangements of ordinary life. The sections devoted to the accommodation 
of patients paying the higher rates of board are furnished in a way suggestive of 
a high-class private mansion. 

The hospital section of the East House deserves special notice for the excellence 
of its arrangements and equipment. 

The extent to which the asylum continues to discharge its function as a 
charitable institution should be recognised by the public in the West of Scotland. 

The circumstances of patients admitted as private patients are always liberally 
considered by the Directors, and provision is made for many of them in ways 
corresponding to their habits of life at rates much below their actual cost. 
Excluding patients received at rates higher than £60 per annum, there are 
275 private patients now resident at the following rates :—At £60 and under, 
but above £40, 106 patients; at £40 and under, but above £30, 123 patients ; 
at £30 and under, but above £20, 38 patients ; and at £20, and under, 8 patients. 
The advantage to the community of having good accommodation available for 
private patients not in affluent circumstances is very great. 

Everything that was seen during the visit indicated that the asylum is 
administered with great energy and ability, and that the medical treatment of 
the patients is both careful and skilful.

All the patients on 
the registers are resident, except 1 certificated patient—a woman who is absent 
on probation.

These figures show a continued reduction of the number of pauper patients in 
the establishment. 

The death-rate has been low, and there is nothing in the character of the 
causes of death which calls for observation. In the cases of 9 of the 20 patients 
who died, a post-mortem examination was made. 

There are 34 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion. Of these 23 
refer to the use of the Protection Bed during night, for surgical treatment, 1 to 
the use of the hydropathic pack as a therapeutic, and the others to the use of 
seclusion for periods varying from 20 minutes to 8 hours.

The present staff of attendants includes many who have been long in the Royal and 
service of the asylum and who are much trusted.

Dr Yellowlees was absent on holiday at the time of the visit, but all parts Asylums. 
of the asylum were found in excellent order, and the condition of the inmates 
was in every respect satisfactory. 

There was a remarkable absence of excitement, and no complaints were made. 

An excellent well-cooked dinner was served during the visit in a most 
orderly manner. 

The asylum continues to render a most important service to the public by 
receiving patients who are in more or less straitened circumstances at low rates of 
board. These patients are treated with great liberality, and a kindly considera- 
tion of their history. 

The cottage intended for use as a hospital for patients labouring under 
infectious diseases, when such patients exist, is now occupied by a group of 
aoe women, who much appreciate the trust reposed in them and the liberty 
they enjoy. 

oe ability continues to be shown both in the general and in the medical 
management of the asylum, which is, as it deserves to be, a very prosperous 
institution.

There are 129 patients at present on the register of the asylum. Of these, 13 
are private and 116 pauper patients. They are all resident except 1 pauper, who 
is absent on probation. 

Since the date of last visit the following changes have taken place: 9 men 
and 17 women have been admitted, 5 men and 14 women have been discharged 
recovered, 1 man and 1 woman have been discharged unrecovered, and 2 men and 
6 women have died. The deaths include 1 private patient, a woman, and the 
admissions include 1 private patient, also a woman, who has already been trans- 
ferred to the pauper list. 

The causes of death are phthisis in 2 cases, brain disease in 2 cases, heart 
disease in 1 case, pneumonia in 1 case, intestinal stricture in 1 case, and senile 
decay in 1 case. In the cases of 2 of the 8 patients who died a post-mortem 
examination was made. 

There were 5 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion referring to 
the seclusion of 4 patients. Two accidents are recorded, but neither of them 
was ofa serious character. Six attendants have resigned, 1 was dismissed, and 1 
left without notice. : 

The wards were found in excellent order and very clean, and the condition of 
the inmates was quite satisfactory. There was no excitement among them 
during the visit, and no complaints were made. A large number of the inmates 
are usefully employed in active work, and to many of them a large amount of 
liberty is accorded. An excellent dinner was served during the visit, and it 
was again observed with satisfaction that the tastes and condition of certain 
patients were judiciously considered. 

The books and registers were examined, and were found to be carefully and 
correctly kept.

There are 14 private patients and 113 pauper patients at present on the 
register of the asylum. bf the private patients 6 are men and 8 are women, 
and of the pauper patients 54 are men and 59 are women. One male pauper 
is absent on pass. 

Since last visit 18 men and 14 women have been admitted, 9 men and 11 
women have been discharged recovered, 7 men and 3 women have been dis- 
charged unrecovered, and 1 man and 3 women have died. — 
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The deaths are registered as due in 2 cases to pneumonia, in 1 case to phthisis, 
and in 1 case to senile decay. Post-mortem examinations were made in all cases 
except one. 

The following changes have taken place in the staff of attendants and servants, 
5 have resigned, and 5 have entered the service. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 17 entries. They refer to 
the use of seclusion in the treatment of 5 patients. There have been 6 cases of 
escape in which the patients were absent over night before being brought back 
to the asylum. No serious accident has occurred. 

The patients continue to be well provided for. They are suitably and 
comfortably clothed, and they bear evidence of being adequately provided with 
food. An excellent and well served dinner was taken by the patients during 
the visit. The needs of individual patients are carefully considered, and the 
treatment they receive is discriminating and judicious. 

The house was everywhere clean, and in good order,

INVERNESS District ASYLUM, 
4th and 5th April 1894. 


There are 431 patients at present on the register of the asylum, 1 of them 
being a private patient. Of the whole number, 220 are men and 211 
women. They are all resident except 9 men and 14 women who are absent on 
probation, 1 woman who is absent on pass, and 1 man who is absent by escape. 
The total number of patients resident is thus 406. 

These figures show a great and important reduction of the population of the 
asylum. In August 1892 there were 519 patients in the asylum as against 406 
now, but these figures do not fully disclose what has been done in keeping 
down the population, because they do not show what it would have been at 
this date if the rate of growth during the 10 or 15 years before 1892 had con- 
tinued. Not only therefore has the growth been checked, but there has been a 
large actual reduction. . 

There cannot be a doubt that this has affected beneficially the condition of 
the insane poor in the district. It has increased the happiness of many of 
them by giving them the greater freedom which they were capable of enjoying 
without any risk to the public, and it is a recognition of the rights of patients 
to be removed from asylums when they can no longer derive beneltt from 
residence there, and when they cease to need the restraints and discipline 
which are inseparable from life in asylums, and which must be, and are, very 
irksome to a large number of patients in that condition. So much for the 
effect of this reduction of the population of the asylum on the insane poor, but 
its effect is by no means confined to them. It reaches the ratepayers. It 
necessarily lowers the total cost of maintenance of pauper lunatics, which falls 
on the payers of the poor-rates in the parishes of the four counties forming the 
Lunacy District served by the asylum. Those of the removed patients who 
remain paupers are provided for in private dwellings at a cost which is less 
than that involved in maintaining them in the asylum, while those who do not 
remain paupers, and their number is believed to be not inconsiderable, cease 
altogether to be a burden on the poor-rate. In these ways the payers of the 
poor-rate are relieved, but there is an equally important relief of the payers of 
the rate out of which the asylum buildings and their equipment are provided. 
The evidence of this is clear and striking. Before the reduction of the popula- 
tion took place, the District Board had resolved on making a large He costly 
addition to the buildings, and this has now become unnecessary. A great 
saving in this direction has, therefore, been effected. No enlargement of the 
asylum is at present needed, and it is hoped that it will not be needed for 
many years, because even if the reduction of the population does not go much 
further, there is reason to- believe that its growth from year to year will not 
recur, or at least that it will take place at a lower rate. : 

The large repeated outlays on extensions of the asylum, which were unavoid- 
able in the circumstances, led to the leaving unremedied of several defects in 
the structural arrangements and equipment of the asylum, and the District 
Board are asked, in view of the large outlay which has been avoided, to con- 
sider whether the defects in question should not now be remedied, Special 
attention is directed to four of these defects, . 
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1. The two general bath-rooms are very unsatisfactory in many respects, Appendix B. 
among others in that they are unprovided with undressing and dressing rooms. sere 
2. The mortuary is situated at the farm-steading, and in addition to its ir gn 
position, is otherwise most unsatisfactory. It must be painful to the friends of “"°7°*:_ 
en eae to remove their relatives for interment from such a place. It is also Royal and 
y position and equipment very unsuitable for the carrying on of those re- District 
searches which lead to increased knowledge of insanity.

3. The asylum is not provided with proper shoe-rooms, and in this respect Asylum. 
it is behind other nee tirine Good, roomy and well-ventilated shoe-rooms 
would be aids in keeping the asylum clean, but they would also prevent the 
offensive smell coming from a large number of boots worn by patients at their 
work. 
4, It would be a great improvement, and would add much to the comfort of 
the patients, if the whole of the grounds in front of the asylum, now tastefully 
laid out as a pleasure garden, were given up entirely to the use of the patients, 
and if the entrance of the asylum were from the back. The buildings do not 
lend themselves to the making of this change easily, but there is no difficulty 
which could not be overcome. No new asylum is built with its entrance to the 
front, and of those which were so built several have made the change here 
recommended.

Of the 39 deaths 14 are registered as due to brain disease, 5 as due to phthisis, 
3 as due to heart disease, and 2 as due to influenza. It is understood that 
phthisis is less prevalent than it used to be, and during the visit no patient 
attracted notice as labouring under it. Only 13 patients were found in bed, 
and of these only 2 were suffering from active bodily disease. Many of them 
were in bed as the result of feebleness from old age—4 being said to be above 
80 years and 2 above 70 years old. Two of the deaths occurred in the cases of 
patients who were absent on probation—1 from heart disease and the other 
from pneumonia. In the cases of 36 of the 37 patients who died in the asylum 
a post-mortem examination was made. | 

There are 263 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring to 
the restraint of 1 person, and the seclusion of 16 persons. Restraint was em- 
ployed 6 times in the case of the patient just referred to, in order to prevent the 
removal of surgical dressings. Eight accidents are recorded, and they included 
fracture of the neck of the femur in 4 cases, fracture of the humerus in 1 case, 
fracture of a rib in 2 cases, and a burn on the hands in 1 case. The number of 
patients who have escaped and have been absent for at least one night before 
being brought back is 17. The changes among the attendants and servants have 
been somewhat numerous, but such changes are usual, and perhaps not undesir- 
able in the interests of discipline and good order, when there is a change of 
superintendent. The existing staff appears to be good. 

The patients appear to be trusted, and to enjoy a large amount of liberty— 
33 men and 26 women being on parole within the grounds. One small dayroom 
on the female side is left without an attendant, and 1 small squad of male 
workers has no one in charge of them. During the visit few doors required to 
be opened by a key. 

On the first day of the visit 156 men and 189 women, or 345 patients in all, 
dined together in the hall, leaving only 61 patients to dine elsewhere. The 
same number dined together on the second day of the visit. Dinner was served 
in a neat and orderly manner, and the patients were entirely free from excite- 
ment. On the first day the dinner consisted of pea-soup and bread, but it is in 
contemplation to make some change on this dinner. On the second day the 
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dinner consisted of roast pork, peeled potatoes, greens, and bread, every patient 
who desired it having broth in addition. Special dinners were on both days 
provided for epileptics, general paralytics, dyspeptics, &c. This was an excellent 
and well-cooked dinner. The supply was abundant, and the patients ate it with 
relish. Dr Mackenzie has given much consideration to the feeding of the patients, 
and he appears to have effected many important improvements. 

Straw beds have been almost entirely replaced by hair mattresses with Macin- 
tosh sheets. ‘The former are only now used for patients who are both destructive 
and dirty, and the straw is changed and the sacking washed every day, instead 
of being brought back after being dried, with the solid matters of the urine still 
in them, and sometimes otherwise filthy. 

An upholstery department has been established under the care of an attendant 
and 6 patients, and this has increased the comfort and tidiness of the beds. 

The arrangements for carrying the sewage of the asylum to the sea are now 
nearly completed. 

All the patients are weighed once a month, and when a loss of 4 Ibs. takes 
takes place in any patient, his condition is made the subject of special examina- 
tion and study. 

Very many of the patients are actively engaged in useful work with much 
benefit to themselves. At the same time amusements and recreation receive 
much attention, and dances, tea-parties, concerts, and theatrical performances 
are frequent. 

The clothing of the men attracted favourable notice, and that of the women 
is being steadily improved.. Complete tranquillity prevailed everywhere on the 
male side, but as usual a few of the women were talkative and noisy. No inter- 
views were asked, and no patient made any complaint. 

The asylum is managed with earnestness and ability, and the facts given in 
this entry show that the results are gratifying.

The deaths are registered as due to diseases of the brain in 8 cases, of the 
heart or lungs in 5 cases, and to gastric ulcer in 1 case. Post-mortem examina- 
tions were made in 7 cases. 

The changes among the attendants and servants are 4 resignations, 2 
dismissals, and 4 engagements. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 10 entries. They refer to 
the use of seclusion in the treatment of 5 persons. There has been no accident 
of a serious nature to any patient and there has been no case of escape. 

The asylum is in excellent order, and the condition of the patients gives 
evidence that they receive careful and kindly treatment. 

Dr Clark continues to carry on the regular teaching of the attendants which 
he has from the first made a special feature in his system of management. 
The advantage of such teaching is now more or less recognised in most asylums, 
and Dr Clark has taken a leading part in bringing this about. A thoroughly 
qualified asylum attendant should, in addition to the special knowledge 
required for the care of the insane, be familiar with the general duties of a 
nurse in the ordinary sense of the word. The work of an attendant ought 
indeed to be regarded as only a special branch of nursing, and there is no 
branch in which careful training is more important. Dr Clark has been 
prominent in recognising the importance of such training, and much credit is 
due to him for the successful way in which he conducts it. The doing so takes 
up a very appreciable portion of his time, and the work is ably done ; but it is 
evident that, as, in addition to his administrative duties he carries on the 
medical work of the asylum single handed, only an enthusiastic devotion to 
the work enables him to accomplish it. Though itis pleasing therefore to note 
the satisfactory way in which the duties of the Medical Superintendent are 
performed in this and in other directions, it is seen that the strain on Dr 
Clark’s energies is severe ; and it is suggested to the Committee that the 
expediency of appointing a medical assistant should be considered. There 
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seems to be special reasons at the present time, when the opening of the new 


district asylums is in the immediate future, for regarding this step as 
desirable. .

Great efforts are being made to complete the Hartwood asylum, and it is 
hoped that a part of it may ere long be ready for occupation. 

The management of the Kirklands asylum, both professional and general, 
continues to be carried on with great ability. ~ 

Dr Clark has made it serve its purpose admirably. Under his guidance, its 
usefulness has been far beyond what was expected, and this is attributable to 
the good sense and earnestness of Dr Clark in his éndeavours to make the 
mb te supply the needs of the districts to which it belongs, as far as was 
possible.

The changes among the attendants and servants have been few—7 have 
resigned and 2 have been dismissed. 

The continued use of the new Asylum Hospital has fully established its 
suitability for the purposes aimed at in its construction. The combinaton of 
spaciousness and brightness which is so essential to mental quietude and bodily 
comfort, has been happily secured by the dexterous adaptation of natural 
advantages. The readiness with which infirm patients, can be moved, not 
only from one part of the building to another, but, also from the interior to 
the exterior, tends to make the grounds. immediately without the walls an 
integral part of the hospital itself. The beauty of design, harmony of colour 
and breadth of space which impress those who are not insane, have also, with- 
out doubt, a soothing effect upon persons mentally afflicted. This effect is here 
manifested in the placid expression and comfortable appearance of those 
patients who labour under mental aberration combined with physical disease ; 
whereas such patients, when they are inadequately provided for, either in 
institutions or in their own homes, present an appearance of misery which is 
painful to see. 

There are 8 patients at Ravenswood, where they are provided for like persons 
in affluent circumstances, living in their own homes. 

The growth of the population has brought back, or will soon bring back, the 
state of matters which preceded, and led to, the erection of the separate 
hospital—the existing population being now greater by 80 than it was at that 
time. As the result of this, the managers have been considering whether a 
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separate building for 50 or 60 patients should not be erected. There are at Appendix B 
present 40 private patients in the asylum paying the higher rates of board— eat gan?

The enlargement and improvement of the kitchen and scullery are nearly 
finished, and the changes made promise to be very satisfactory. : 

The overcrowding of the asylum will soon be relieved, The District Board 
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have resolved to erect two detached buildings—one for 50 men and the other 
for 50 women. Plans for these buildings have been prepared and accepted. 
Very careful consideration has been given to the structural arrangements, and 
these, it is believed, will efficiently attain the purpose for which these buildings 
are intended, as part of the whole asylum accommodation. This purpose is 
strongly commended, and it is regarded as a development in asylum construc- 
tion of a new and important character. It gives a fresh and definite embodi- 
ment to the views which have long influenced the care and treatment of the 
insane in Scotland. 

The erection of these two houses is at once to be commenced. As soon as 
they are ready for occupation, some changes, almost entirely internal, are to be 
made on the old buildings. These also have been already carefully thought 
out, and they will put the District Board in possession of a large and admirable 
hospital, having new and good features.

Three of the deaths are registered as due to heart disease, 2 as due to 
phthisis, 1 as due to general paralysis, and 1 as due to senile decay. In the 
case of every patient who died, a post-mortem examination was made. 

There are 7 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion referring to the 
seclusion of 3 persons for periods varying from half an hour to 8 hours. Five 
accidents are recorded. One of them was an attempt to commit suicide by 
getting out of a high window, and might have been serious, but no bones were 
broken and the patient is doing well. The number of patients who escaped 
and were absent for at least one night before being brought back is 3. Nine 
attendants resigned and 3 were dismissed, but not for grave faults. 

The supply of water to the asylum has not been increased. Last summer 
the supply was so insufficient that it was found necessary to discontinue the 
bathing of the patients, to shut up some of the water-closets, to cut off the 
water from the lavatories, to curtail the laundry work, and to give up the 
scrubbing of the floors. Something more or less like this happens every dry 
summer, and in no summer is the supply sufficient. At all times there is no 
adequate protection of the buildings against risks from fire. An abundant and 
sufficient water supply cannot be easily obtained, but it is hoped that the 
District Board will give serious consideration to the matter. 

The question of the water supply becomes increasingly important and 
pressing in view of the growth of the population, which, there is every reason 
to believe, will continue. Already the asylum may be regarded as full on the 
male side, and as more than full—as overcrowded, indeed—on the female side. 
There are more women than men in the asylum, and there is not so much 
accommodation on the female side as there is on the male side. Efforts are 
made to keep down the growth of the population by the discharge of harmless 
patients who have ceased to need care and treatment in a fully equipped 
asylum, but there is no prospect of reducing the population in this way, and 
not much prospect even of retarding its growth. It is feared, therefore, that, 
at no distant date, the District Board will have to consider whether an enlarge- 
ment of the asylum is not necessary. 
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There are 35 acres of land at present in the possession of the asylum. This Appendix B. 
includes the land on which the buildings stand, the pleasure grounds, and the Teoma 
garden and farm, All the moorland has been reclaimed and brought under ga 
cultivation, and the laying out of the pleasure grounds has been cnn ee teh cae 
It thus happens that there is not now enough of outdoor occupation for the Royal and 
men, especially for the less intelligent of them, who can only do the simpler District 
and rougher kinds of work. This deprives the institution of an important Asylums.. 
means of treatment. It is therefore recommended that the District Board roy 
should, with as little delay as possible, look out for additional land adjoining ee 
that already in their possession, and it is hoped that they will be able to obtain ‘4 .yjum.

Extensive work has been done in making the sanitary arrangements of the 
asylum satisfactory, and the work appears to have been well executed. But 
it is regretted that tiling has not replaced wood work in the water-closets, 
lavatories, and bathrooms. It is feared that ere long it will be found desirable 
to replace the wood by tiles, and, if so, it will not be so cheaply done as it 
would have been while there was a general overhauling of the sanitary 
arrangements. 

The house was found in excellent order and very clean, and the condition 
of the inmates was highly satisfactory. Great ability and conscientiousness 
were everywhere seen both in the general and in the medical management of 
the asylum. 

The books and registers were examined, and were found written up to date 
and very carefully kept.

There are 246 patients on the register of the asylum. Of these, 12 males and 
10 females are private patients, and 108 males and 116 females are paupers. 
All are resident and were seen, except 4 patients who are absent on statutory 
probation, and 1 patient who is absent on pass.

During the period to which these figures refer, 1 female patient has been 
transferred from the pauper to the private list. 

The deaths are registered as due to diseases of the brain in 3 cases, and to 
heart disease in 1 case. . 

Two persons have been added to the staff of attendants and servants and 1 
has resigned. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 6 entries, all referring to 
the use of seclusion in the treatment of 1 patient. There have been 2 cases of 
escape in which the patients were absent for one or more nights before being 
brought back to the asylum. There has been no accident. 

The asylum was found in good order, and the patients are satisfactorily 
provided for. : 

Seventy-eight male patients are regularly employed,—10 at household work, 
58 at farm and garden work, and 10 as artizans. Ninety female patients are 
employed,—48 at household work, and 42 at sewing and knitting. — 

The laying out of the pleasure grounds, which has afforded work for the 
men for many years, being now, as is stated in the preceding entry, completed, 
it is evident that the extent of land attached to the asylum is less. than could 
be worked with advantage to the asylum and with benefit to the patients ; and 
it is recommended that the District Board should endeavour to make an 
addition to the farm as soon as possible. Of the 35 acres at present in posses- 
sion of the asylum, only 23 are available for cultivation, and this is considerably 
less than is attached to any other asylum in Scotland. 

The overcrowding of the female side of the asylum has now reached a point 
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which renders an addition to the building imperative. .There have been, during 
the last twelve months, an average of about 125 female inmates, the accommoda- 
tion which the building. affords being only suitable for 100, and it does not 
appear from the character of the patients that any appreciable diminution of 
the present number can be effected by removals. It is indeed to be expected 
that the number will increase, as there is a growing tendency among parochial 


- authorities to send to the asylum a larger number of persons of unsound mind, 


whose bodily infirmity, more than their mental condition, makes them unsuit- 
able for treatment. in. private dwellings. The character of the additional 


. building which is required does not admit of doubt. There has never been 


a quite satisfactory hospital section in the asylum, and the need of such a sec- 
tion has, during recent years, been becoming more and ‘more’apparent, from the 
larger proportion of patients requiring hospital treatment who are now sent to 
the asylum, The addition to the accommodation for females should therefore 
be a hospital section, and it should be of sufficient size not only to provide 
adequately for the present number of inmates, but also for a prospective 
increase in the number. 2 Fives os 

Nothing has yet been done to remedy the deficiency in the water supply, 
and this continues to be a source both of discomfort and of danger.

The deaths are registered as dué to diseasés of the brain in 13 cases, to 
diseases of the heart or lungs in 13 cases, to diseases of abdominal viscera in 4 
cases, to senile decay in 3 cases, and to exhaustion from mania, progressive 
anzemia, septicemia, enteric ‘fever, and pyemia, each in 1 case. The 
case of septicemia originated in uterine disease, from which. the patient 

fea admitted to the asylum only 20 days before her death. The 
enteric fever occurred in the case of a female patient. Two male officials 
suffered from the disease at the same time. It was believed to be caused. by con- 
taminated milk, and after the source of the milk supply was changed the 
disease spread no further. The pyzmia occurred in the case of a recently ad- 


mitted patient, and was.a sequela of typhoid fever from which he had suffered

There are 567 patients at present on the register of the asylum. Of these, 
17 men and 14 women are private patients, and 270 men and 266 women are 
paupers. They are all resident except 1 man and 2 women, who are absent on 
probation, and 2 men and 2 women who are absent on pass.

The death rate has been low, and there is nothing in the character of the 
causes of death which calls for observation. In the case of every patient who 
died, a post-mortem examination was made. 

There are 37 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring to 
the restraint of 3 persons in order to prevent the removal of surgical dressings, 
and to the seclusion of 7 persons for periods varying from 1 to 12 hours in 
consequence of great excitement. Two accidents are recorded, neither of them 
being of a serious character. Only 1 escape is registered. 

Fourteen attendants and servants have resigned and 1 was dismissed, but 
not for a serious fault. Very commendable efforts are made to obtain a trust- 
worthy and efficient staff of attendants by giving them a suitable remuneration 
and by making their rooms comfortable. In the last direction an excellent 
example is being set, and the good effect of what is being done is believed to be 
seen in the smallness of the number of changes among the attendants on both 
sides of the asylum. 

The establishment was found in admirable order. It is managed with great 
ability and great success. This remark applies equally to the general and to 
the professional management. In all directions, the inspection of the asylum 
left most pleasant impressions. ; 

In view of all that has been recently done by the District Board, with so 
much liberality and enlightenment, to improve and,extend the accommodation, 
and to make the institution occupy a front place among the asylums of the 
country, there is some hesitation in pointing out that overcrowding again exists, 
and that something more will soon have to be done. It will require careful 
consideration to determine what that something should be. There are at 
present 60 patients in the asylum above the number which it is designed to 
accommodate. “The removal of the private patients and of the pauper patients 
who belong to other Lunacy Districts would give sufficient accommodation for 
the present number of pauper lunatics belonging to the Stirling District, but 
it would not do more than this. It would not provide for the further growth 
which seems inevitable, and which is partly the result of the increasing popu- 
lation of the District. Before any resolution is come to regarding what, in the 
circumstances, it would be proper to do, it would perhaps be desirable that a 
deputation from the District Board should have a conference with the General 
Board on the whole subject. 


F 
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The recent work of the District Board in improving and enlarging their 
asylum has not yet been quite completed, and there is no hesitation in recom- 
mending the further outlay which will be involved in putting the dormitories 
of the main building into good order. The reporter has no doubt that the 
District Board will, after examination, go with him in thinking that what he 
recommends is very desirable. 

The books and registers were examined and were found to be kept with care 
and accuracy. 


PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 


MAVISBANK ASYLUM, 
6th March 1894. 


There are 59 patients at present on the registers of theasylum, Of these, 23 
gentlemen and 29 ladies are certificated, and 7 gentlemen are voluntary 
inmates, All the patients on the registers are resident, except 1 gentleman and 
3 ladies, who are absent on probation. 

Since the date of last visit the following changes have taken place among the 
certificated patients :—3 gentlemen and 6 ladies have been admitted, 1 gentle- 
man and 3 ladies have been discharged recovered, and 1 lady has been discharged 
unrecovered. No death has taken place. During the same period the follow- 
ing changes have taken place among the voluntary inmates :—6 gentlemen 
have been admitted, and 7 gentlemen and 2 ladies have left. 

There is no entry in the Register of Restraint and ‘Seclusion, no escape has 
taken place, and no accident is recorded. 

All parts of the establishment were found in excellent order. The day rooms 
and sleeping rooms are yery comfortably furnished, and all the surroundings 
of the patients are bright and cheerful. Everything that was seen indicated 
liberality in the management of the asylum, and much ability in the medical 
and general treatment of the patients. There was a complete absence of 
excitement during the visit, and no patient made any complaint. 

The books and registers were found to be carefully and correctly kept. 


MAVISBANK ASYLUM, 
23rd August 1894. 


There are 58 patients on the register of the asylum. Of these, 23 gentlemen 
and 27 ladies are under certificates, and 5 gentlemen and 8 ladies are voluntary 
inmates. All are resident in the asylum and were seen, except 5 gentlemen 
and 4 ladies who are staying at the sea-side villa belonging to the institution 
at Port Seton, 1 gentleman who is absent on probation, and 1 lady who is 
absent on pass. 

Since 6th March, the date of last visit, the following changes have taken 
place :—4 gentlemen and 6 ladies have been admitted under certificates, 1 
gentleman and 4 ladies have been discharged recovered, 2 gentlemen and 4 
ladies have been discharged unrecovered, and 1 gentleman has died. The

The asylum was found during the visit in excellent order, and it may be 
expected that it will be well managed and that the patients will receive careful 
‘and skilful treatment at the hands of Dr Wilson, who has already acquired a

Since last visit 15 men and 15 women have been admitted, 8 men and 9 
women have been discharged recovered, 4 men and 1 woman have been dis- 
charged unrecovered, and 1 man and 4 women have died. The deaths are 
registered as due to epilepsy in 3 cases, to pneumonia in I case, and to pericar- 
ditis in 1 case. In the case of pericarditis a post-mortem examination was made. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 4 entries. They refer to the 
use of seclusion in the treatment of 1 patient. There has been no accident and 
no case of escape. , 

The institution was found in excellent order, and the inmates are very suitably 
provided for. Many things were observed which shows that a liberal and 
enlightened view of their duties is taken by the Managing Committee and by the 
superintending officers. The clothing, both of the male and of the female 
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patients, especially attracted favourable attention during the visit. More than Appendix B. 
ordinary care is taken to make the clothes worn by patients, when they are out- sae e rine 
side the walls of the establishment, of a character which they can wear with orerusslonems 
satisfaction to themselves, and which give no indication that they are asylum : 
inmates, or that there is anything in their position which is peculiar. A party Parochial 
of 34 men and 18 women were at an afternoon performance at the Paisley Asylums.

5th October 1894. 


There are 48 men and 55 women at present on the register of the asylum, and 
they are all resident except 1 woman, who is absent on probation. 

Since the date of last visit, 21 men and 21 women have been admitted, 9 men 
and 14 women have been discharged as recovered, 10 men and 3 women have 
been discharged as unrecovered, and 2 men and 8 women have died, There is 
nothing in regard to the causes of death which calls for remark. In the cases of 
3 of the patients who died, a post-mortem examination was made. 

No accident is recorded, and there is no entry in the Register of Restraint and 
Seclusion. No escape has taken place. 

Since last visit a great deal of painting has been done, and all of it by the 
attendants and patients. The work is of excellent quality, and in very good 
taste. 

It is impossible to over-praise the good order and cleanliness of the whole 
establishment, and the condition of the inmates, as regards clothing and tidiness, 
and, indeed, in all respects, was highly satisfactory. ‘There was complete tran- 
quillity both among men and women during the visit, and no patient made any 
complaint: Everything that was seen reflects most creditably on all concerned 
in the management. 

The books and registers are very carefully.kept.

23rd and 24th January 1894. Parochial 
Asylum. 


There are 626 patients on the register of the asyluam—299 men and 327 
women. All are resident and were seen, except 1 woman who is absent on 
pass.

The deaths are registered as due to diseases of the brain in 21 cases, to 
diseases of the heart and lungs in 18 cases, to senile decay in 4 cases, and to 
fracture of the skull in 1 case. 

One of the deaths registered as due to disease of the lungs occurred in the 
case of a man who had been only a few days in the-asylum, and who was found 
to have sustained injuries of a serious nature. The case was reported 
immediately by the Medical Superintendent to the General Board of Lunacy 
and to the Procurator-Fiscal. It is now under investigation by the Procurator- 
Fiscal. The fracture of the skull included among the causes of death occurred 
in the case of a man who succeeded in jumping out of a window, and who fell 
on his head. Post-mortenv examinations were made in 36 cases, 
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The number of attendants and servants who have been engaged since last 
visit is 24, the number resigned 17, and the number dismissed 4. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 39 entries. They refer to 
the use of seclusion in the treatment of 17 patients. Three patients who 
escaped were not brought back to the asylum the same day. Except the case 
of fracture of the skull already mentioned, the only accident of a serious nature 
is one of a fall, in which a male patient sustained a fracture of the lower jaw. 

The asylum is managed under considerable difficulty at present owing to the 
central block of the main buildings being toa great extent in the hands of work- 
men engaged in alterations. Among other important partsof the asylum thus 
withdrawn from use are the principal stores, the amusement room, and a large 
portion of the dining hall. This entails a dislocation of the ordinary arrange- 
ments of administration and an overcrowding of some sections of the institution. 

The occupied parts of the asylum were, however, found in good order, and the 
patients were in a satisfactory condition. It is expected that the more serious 
of the present difficulties will be removed when the two new blocks of building 
are fully ready for occupation. This, it is understood, will be the case in less 
than two months from the present date. 

Many things were seen during the visit indicative of the desire of the Com- 
mittee to make the institution as efficient as possible, and of the liberal and 
enlightened views which guide their management. 

The books and registers were examined, and were found regularly and 
correctly kept. 


BARONY PAROCHIAL ASYLUM, 
23rd and 25th October 1894. 


There are 335 men and 371 women at present on the register of the asylum, 
and they are all. resident, either in the main building or in the four small 
separate establishments. Those last at present give accommodation to 51 men and 
10 women. Of the 706 patients on the register of the asylum, 133—61 men 
and 72 women—are boarders from parishes in Lanarkshire. 

Since the asylum was last visited, 146 men and 185 women have been ad- 
mitted, 47 men and 70 women have been discharged as recovered, 41 men 
and 49 women have been discharged as unrecovered, and 22 men and 22 women 
have died. 

An effort has been made to increase the number of patients discharged as 
unrecovered, by transferring some of them to care in private dwellings. 

There is nothing in the character of the causes of death which calls for 
observation. In the case of 28 of the 44 patients who died, a post-mortem 
examination was made. 

There are 48 entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring to 
the seclusion of 22 persons for periods varying from 4 to 8 hours in consequence 
of dangerous excitement. 

Four accidents are recorded—2 of them involving fracture of a rib, and 1 
fracture of the ulna. 

Five escapes are registered, and 16 attendants and servants have resigned and 
2 have been dismissed, not, however, in consequence of grave faults. 

Great progress has been made with the erection of the new buildings. Indeed, 
they are to a large extent already in occupation. The planning of these build- 
ings received very careful consideration, and there is every reason to believe 
that they will prove highly satisfactory. The workmanship is excellent, and 
the furnishing and decoration of the day rooms and dormitories deserve much 
commendation, and disclose an enlightened desire on the part of the Committee 
to ensure the well-being of the patients, and to make the management of this 
large establishment as free from difficulties and risks as it can be made. .

Since last visit 56 men and 26 women have been admitted ; 17 men and 10 
women have been discharged recovered ; 15 men and 7 women have been dis- 
charged unrecovered, and 13 men and 8 women have died. 

The deaths are registered as due to diseases of the brain in 10 cases, to 
diseases of the heart or lungs in 3 cases, to diseases of abdominal viscera in 2 
cases, to asthenia, senile decay, and bedsores following fracture of the femur, each 
in 1 case, and to melancholic exhaustion in 3 cases. The patient whose femur 
was fractured was suffering from the injury at the time of admission to the 
asylum. Post-mortem examinations were made in 9 cases. 

The changes in the staff are the resignatian of 9 attendants and servants and 
the engagement of 9. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 8 entries. They refer to 
the use of restraint in the treatment of 2 patients and the use of seclusion in 
the treatment of 1 patient.

GREENOCK PAROCHIAL ASYLUM, 
llth January 1894, 


There are 283 patients, 150 men and 133 women, at present in the asylum. 

Since last visit 44 men and 25 women have been admitted, 31 men and 13 
women have been discharged recovered ; 10 men and 8 women have been dis- 
charged unrecovered ; and 138 men and 5 women have died. 

The deaths are registered as due in 8 cases to diseases of the brain, in 5 to 
diseases of the heart or lungs, in 2 to puerperal mania, in 1 to exhaustion from 
mania (not puerperal), in 1 to exhaustion from melancholia, and in 1 case to 
being run over by a railway train. In the last mentioned case, a male patient 
ran away from a working party in the grounds with which he had been at 
work, succeeded in getting over the fence which separates the railway from 
the grounds, and threw himself in front of an advancing train before the 
attendant in charge could overtake him. None of the other deaths call for re- 
mark, Post-mortem examinations were made in 11 cases. 

The changes among the attendants and servants are—2 dismissed, 8 resigned, 
and 11 engaged, The reasons for dismissal were carelessness in one case and 
roughness to a patient in the other. 

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains 98 entries. They refer to 
the use of restraint in the treatment of 1 patient and to the use of seclusion 
in the treatment of 3 patients. The mechanical restraint was used to pre- 
vent the patient from interfering with surgical dressings. There have been 
5 cases of escape in which the patients were absent over night before being 
brought back. ‘Two accidents are recorded besides the suicide already mentioned 
-——one, fracture of the radius from affall in the case of a female patient, and the 
other, fracture of the femur in the case of a female attendant who was pushed 
over by an excited patient. It is stated that the patient who was killed on the 
railway had never during his residence in the asylum shown an inclination to 
injure himself. Since the occurrence of the accident the fences in the neigh- 
bourhood of the railway have been raised in height so as to make it more 
difficult in future for patients to get upon the line. 

The wards were found during the visit comfortable and in good order. The 
patients on the male side were remarkably tranquil and orderly in behaviour, 
but among the females there was a considerable amount of noise and excite- 
ment.

There are 155 men and 129 women at present on the register of the asylum. 
These figures include 1 man who is absent on probation. 

Since the date of last visit 64 men and 25 women have been admitted ; 40 
men and 20 women have been discharged as recovered ; 14 men and 5 women 
have been discharged as unrecovered ; and 5 men and 4 women have died. 

The death-rate has been low, and there is nothing in the character of the 
causes of death which calls for remark. In the cases of 4 of the 9 patients who 
died a post-mortem examination was made.

The Register of Restraint and Seclusion contains as usual no entry. There 
have been 2 escapes in which the patients were not brought back the day of 
their escape. Three accidents are recorded, 2 ot them not of a serious char- 
acter. The other was a fall occasioned by a fit, and it was supposed to be the 
cause of an apoplectic extravasation which ended fatally. The post-mortem 
examination showed however that there was brain disease of old standing in 
the course of which apoplexy was not unlikely to occur without the application 
of external violence ; and it seems open to question whether the apoplexy was 
not the cause of the fall rather than the fall the cause of the apoplexy. 

The patients were found suitably provided for. The day being wet, and the 
ground covered with melting snow, few patients could go out of doors. They 
were however remarkably free from manifestations of excitement and restless- 
ness. They were comfortably clothed, and the dinner which was served during 
the visit was of good quality and well cooked.. The industrial occupation of 
the patients, which has for some years received much attention in this asylum, 
continues, it is understood, to be well attended to.

The death-rate has been low, five of the deaths are registered as due to brain 
disease, 2 as due to lung disease, and one as due to shock from injuries. In 
the cases of 7 of the 8 patients who died, a post-mortem examination was made. 

There are two entries in the Register of Restraint and Seclusion, referring 
to the restraint of 2 persons.

The 
place has again been filled up. 

The wards were found in excellent order, and the patients are well provided 
for, and kindly treated. No complaint of any kind was made. 

Two female patients are in the sick-room of the ordinary wards who are 
not suitable for this establishment, J. G. and M.C. J. G. is of dirty habits 
and can only be properly dealt with in a fully equipped asylum. Her removal 
to such an institution as soon as possible is therefore called for. M. C. is bed- 
ridden, and cannot, therefore, be provided for in the lunatic wards, which have 
no sick-room accommodation. There seems, however, to be some doubt as to 
her present mental condition, and a report as to this should be obtained from 
the medical officer before any other step is taken.

The 2 patients admitted were transferred to the 
wards from the District Asylum, and the 2 patients discharged were sent back to 
the asylum, as unsuitable for treatment in an establishment of this kind. No 
death has taken place.

BALDOVAN LysTITUTION, 
29th March 1894. 


There are 69 pupils at present in the institution. Of these, 47 are boys and 
22 girls. Cee . 

Since last visit, 11 boys and 3 girls have been admitted. Except 1 boy, they 
are all paupers. During the same period, 3 boys and 1 girl, all paupers, have 
been discharged, and 2 boys and 2 girls, all paupers except 1 girl, have died. | 

In August last Mr Sedstrem died. He had been in charge of the institution 
since 1889, and he did his work conscientiously and well. 

He has been succeeded by Miss Butter, who for some years was Matron of the 
Ward Road Industrial School for girls, and was a teacher there before she 
became Matron. She has thus experience both as a teacher anda manager. © 

She does not live in the gate cottage, but has rooms in the main building, and 
is thus always beside the children. The governesses take their morning and 
_ evening meals with her, ! 

Much good is expected from the appointment of a person of Miss Butter’s 
character and experience. 

Some of the children will soon pass, or have already passed, the age when 
removal from the institution is desirable. 

_ The wards were found in good order, and the condition of the inmates’ was 
quite satisfactory. : 

The books and registers were examined, and found to be correctly kept. 


BALDOVAN Insrrrutioy, 
28th June 1894. 


There are 48 boys and 22 girls at present in the institution. One of the boys 
is a private patient, the other children are maintained by parochial boards. 

Since 29th March, the date of last visit, 5 boys and 1 girl have been admitted, 
2 boys have been removed, and 2 boys and 1 girl have died. One of the deaths 
was due to spinal disease, the other 2 were due to phthisis. Pe 

The institution was found in excellent order, and the children were seen to be 
well cared for. There'seems reason to believe that the Directors have been well 
advised in appointing Miss Butter to be Superintendent. She has made herself 
well acquainted with the condition and character of every pupil. She takes au 
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intelligent view of the objects of the institution, and she is showing ability and 


, energy in the management. 


Some structural alterations of a judicious kind are being made in the building, 
and additions are proposed to be made with the view of providing a more 
satisfactory sick-room, and a play-room, and a dining-room for the children. 

Such additions will add greatly to the efficiency of the institution. 

The records of the institution were examined, and were found regularly and 
correctly kept. 


LARBERT INSTITUTION, — 
13th and 15th February 1894. 


There are 227 children at present in the institution. Of these, 20 boys and 
12 girls are private pupils ; 50 boys and 40 girls are elected pupils ; and 75 boys 
and 30 girls are paid for by parochial boards. 

Since last visit, 27 boys and 14 girls have been admitted, 16 boys and 9 girls 
have left, and 6 boys and 2 girls have died. ; 

The institution was found during this visit in excellent order. The cleanliness 
and tidiness of every part of the establishment commanded admiration as usual. 

The children were seen in their day-rooms, at school, and also at dinner, and 
the impression received in each instance was most satisfactory. 

The training of the children continues to be conducted on sound principles, 
and with practical aims. The capacities of each pupil are carefully studied, and 
painstaking and sympathetic efforts. are- made to develop them in useful 
directions. 

The cleanliness and tastefulness of the children’s clothing again attracted much 
attention. The success with which this is attained is remarkable, considering 
the large proportion of the children who have slovenly and destructive proclivi- 
ties. The treatment of those who show a disposition to destroy their clothing 
deserves notice, as it affords an excellent indication of the spirit which character- 
ises the system of training. 1t might appear reasonable to give specially strong 
and coarse clothing to destructive children, so as to prevent their destructive 
efforts from being successful. But the way adopted by Mr Skene is better. 
Clothing of specially attractive character is given to these children, and if their 
individual tastes can be ascertained, an effort is made to gratify them. Care is 
taken also to supply them frequently with new and clean clothing, so as to pre- 
vent them from becoming indifferent to what they wear. Efforts are thus made, 
not merely to prevent the clothing from being destroyed, but to overcome the 
tendency to destructiveness by a truly educational method ; and it is gratifying 
to learn that these efforts are seldom unsuccessful. 

The orderly and cleanly way in which the children are taught to take their 
food again attracted attention. The orderliness and cleanliness, as it was seen at 
dinner, was much better than is often seen among children of fully developed 
faculties. 

The way in which the helpless and the sick are cared for in the hospital is very 
satisfactory. 

An oriel window is being constructed in one of the girls’ day-rooms similar to 
one which was constructed not long since in an adjoining day-room, and which 
has made that room much brighter and more cheerful. It would be an improve- 
ment in the central girls’ day-room if it had an additional window, and it is re- 
commended that this should be made. It is also recommended. that the western 
boys’ day-room should be furnished with chairs instead of benches, as has been 
done with much advantage in other parts of the institution. 

Plans for important alterations in the section of the building occupied by the 
Superintendent and the private pupils are under the consideration of the 
Directors, with a view to converting the whole of that section into accommodation 
for private pupils. A separate house is proposed to be provided for the 
Superintendent. ‘'Fhese alterations should be carried out as soon as possible, as 
the gee roses for private pupils is insufficient for the present number 
resident. 

The health of the children during the past year has been satisfactory.

There are 242 children at present on the register of the institution, or twice Berens 
as Many as were on it twelve years.ago. Of those now on the register, 20 boys Jnetitutions 
and 10 girls are private pupils, 55 boys and 37 girls are elected pupils, and 82: for Imbeciles. 
boys and 38 girls are paid for by parochial boards. They are all resident in — 
the institution except 1 boy and 1 girl, who are absent on pass. Larbert 
- Since the date of last visit, 32 boys and 22 girls have been received into the lstitution. 
institution, 14 boys and 14 girls have left it, and 6 boys and 5 girls have died. 
Whooping-cough, but not of a severe character, has lately been prevalent. 
among the children. There has been 1 death from this disease, and also 1 
death from scarlet fever. The separate hospital for contagious diseases was 
found in use, and it was regarded as poorly and insufficiently furnished. It is 
accordingly recommended that such furniture and medical appliances as 
appear to be desirable to the Superintendent and Visiting Physician be 
supplied, and it is suggested that it should be put into such a state as to allow 
of its constant occupation by an elderly nurse and a few selected children, 
these children to be removed to the main building whenever the hospital is 
needed for a child labouring under a contagious disease. In the case of 
asylums, such a mode of using small separate hospitals of this kind has been 
tried with success. . 
The drainage of the institution has been thoroughly overhauled, and is now 
connected with the drainage of the Larbert District. In,consequence of this, 
the filtering tanks are no longer needed; and it is recommended that the hen- 
house be removed to the site of these tanks, at the north point of the grounds. 
The erection of the separate dwelling-house for the Superintendent has 
been commenced, and it is expected that the mason work will be completed 
before the arrival of winter. It is very desirable that the erection of this 
building should be pushed forward, because suitable accommodation_for 
private pupils is greatly needed. The whole of the building in which these 
pupils now are, after it has undergone the changes which have been resolved 
on, and after it has ceased to furnish a residence for the Superintendent, will 
be fully occupied by the number of private pupils at present on the register. 
The garden which formerly existed for the use of the Superintendent, 
should now be laid out in grass and used as a playground. It is hoped the 
Directors will at once give orders for carrying out this change, so as to avoid 
the loss of a season. 
Instead of covering the roads or paths through the grounds, on which the 
children walk, with cinders or gravel, it is aT that they be covered 
with red blaze, if that can be got at a price which is not high. It will make 
the walks cleaner, smoother, and more suitable for infirm children. 
Every part of the institution was carefully inspected, the clothing of the 
children and their bedding were examined, the one and the serving of the 
food were looked into, as were also the work done in the school-rooms and 
the arrangements made for amusement and active play, and a most pleasing 
impression as to the management of the institution was left on the mind of 
the reporter. In all directions there was evidence of great ability and con- 
scientious painstaking. 
The books and registers were ¢xamined, and were found to be carefully and 
correctly kept.

Srr,—I visited the Lunatic Department of H.M. General Prison here to-day. 

There are at present 40 men and 14 women inmates of the department. 
Since last visit, 3 men and 1 woman have been admitted, 3 men and 1 woman 
have been discharged, and 1 woman has died. 
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The department was found in excellent order, and everything that was seen 
was indicative of judicious and considerate treatment of the inmates. 

I directed special attention to the case of W. B., whose removal to an 
ordinary asylum is under consideration by the Prison Commissioners. He has 
now been for more than 32 years an inmate of the department, having been 
charged with criminal assault, and being found insane, ordered to be detained’ 
during Her Majesty’s pleasure. He is now an old man, and has for many years 
been regarded as a harmless man. He is still insane, but his insanity is not of 
a kind involving any danger to himself or others, and I consider him quite fit 
for treatment in an ordinary asylum. I have no hesitation in recommending 
his removal to the asylum of his district.

S1r,—I have to report that I visited to-day the Lunatic Department of the 
Perth General Prison. 

There are 39 men and 15 women at present in the department. Since last 
visit, 2men and 1 woman have been admitted, 2 men have been discharged, 
and 1 man has died. 

The state of the wards, the condition of the inmates, and the management 
of the establishment continue to be very. satisfactory.

The above Table shows that during 1894 I visited and reported upon 156 
private patients, and 1056 pauper patients, resident in the district inspected by 
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me, which comprised 15 counties, Skye and the Outer Hebrides. Of the 1056 
auper patients visited, 751 were provided for singly, and 305 were in specially 
icensed houses. A report upon the condition and care of each patient was 

submitted to the Board after visitation. 


In accordance with an intimation received from the Board that a long 
reper will not be expected from me, on account of the amount of special work 
which devolved upon me in addition to my ordinary duties, I present a brief 
report only for the past year. The condition of the patients in private 
dwellings remains without material change from year to year, and my previous 
reports will show that their care as a whole is very satisfactory. 

After an experience of seventeen years in visiting the ‘insane in private 
dwellings, as well as of seven years’ previous experience of the insane in asylums, 
Iam able in the most emphatic manner to confirm the conclusions already 
arrived at by my predecessors, that the mode of care by which a large number 
of the insane are placed in private dwellings under adequate central and local 
supervision, as is the case in Scotland, is one which both secures in the best 
manner the welfare of the patients, and lessens the burden of their maintenance 
on the public rates. Some of the insane in private dwellings live with relatives, 
and some with persons not related to them. They:equally enjoy pei yalgges and 
advantages which conduce: to their happiness, and I venture to state, broadly 
speaking, that the sum of happiness enjoyed by these patients far exceeds the 
happiness which they would enjoy as inmates of institutions, under even the 
most liberal and enlightened management. Home life with its domestic sur- 
roundings and interests has numerous attractions for the loss of which nothing 
can fully compensate ; and attachment to home is not confined to the insane 
living with relatives. Those boarded with persons not. related to them. in 
many cases soon develope the same feeling of attachment to the home in which 
they are placed. The enjoyment by the insane of a liberty the same in kind 
as that enjoyed by their sane neighbours increases their physical and mental 
well-being; and another marked advantage in this mode of care lies in the fact 
that it gives patients a full opportunity of realising and developing their 
individuality. If a patient has a capacity for usefulness he has an opportunity 
and an inducement to vie with his sane neighbours.in showing what he is able 
to do, and this sometimes goes the length of his becoming an independent and 
self-supporting man. These favourable features of the mode of caring for the 
insane in private dwellings, and many others, are to be observed during visita- 
tion, and it is impossible to doubt that they conduce to the happiness and wel- 
fare of the patients. I do not for a. moment deny that in order to prevent 
abuses, neglect, and improper treatment, careful and systematic supervision is 
necessary. On the contrary, I affirm that such supervision is absolutely 
essential to such a mode of care, if it is not to end in failure. No system of 
providing for the insane is perfect, or ever will be ; but I have no hesitation 
in saying that the mode of caring for the insane in private dwellings under 
pat: administration and careful supervision has, as regards a certain selected 
class of the insane, produced results superior to what could be attained ‘for 
these patients by any other mode of care. _ ) ;

During the year 1894, I made a complete visitation of the pauper lunatics Reports on 
residing in private dwellings in the counties of Aberdeen, Caithness, Elgin, Patients in 
Fife, Inverness, Kincardine, Kinross, Nairn, Orkney, Perth, Shetland and Ee ee 
Sutherland. All the registered pauper lunatics in these counties were visited: 2 
at their own homes. I also visited, in these counties, a large number of persons Seah by Dr 
who, as private lunatics or curatory patients, reside («) in their own homes, "°°" 
(>) with their relatives, or (c) under the care of unrelated guardians approved 
of by the Board. A small number of private and curatory patients living with 
their relatives were omitted from this course of visitation, because it had been 
found at former visits that their complete integration with the family circle 
guaranteed to the fullest extent the maintenance of their comfort and the pro- 
motion of their interests. 
I have been prevented by illness from preparing a detailed Report of the 
work accomplished by me, and of the changes which have occurred in the 
district inspected by me during the year 1894; but a general survey of the 
condition and circumstances of the patients indicates that they are, as a whole, 
satisfactorily cared for. I regret, however, to have to report the occurrence, 
during the past year, of an unusual number of fatalities. Two patients com- 
mitted suicide, and one was accidentally killed. My personal knowledge, and 
inquiries following upon the casualties, supplied clear evidence that the 
guardians were not deficient in either capacity or vigilance. Each of the 
patients who committed suicide had been very fully examined by me during 
the preceding visitation of the districts in which they resided. In neither 
instance did evidence then exist which indicated the need for special precau- 
tions. In the third case the death was in all probability purely accidental. 
The patient had been paying a visit, and, having missed the train by which 
he meant to return, he walked homewards along the railway, and was run 
over by a train. 
It would be misleading to base any practical conclusion upon this distressing 
group of fatalities without taking into consideration that there are successive 
years during which no fatal accident happens amongst the patients provided 
for in private dwellings. 
Another year devoted to the inspection and supervision of insane persons 
living under domestic care in Scotland, confirms in my mind two opinions 
which I have formerly expressed. The first is, that the method of retaining, 
or recalling from institutions, suitable insane persons to share in the benefits 
of private life has a rational justification in the social instinct from which 
springs the desire for a specific home and a circle of habitual associates. The 
second is, that prolonged experience shows that, in Scotland, a large percentage 
of those who are registered as lunatics can, from the first or at a later stage of 
their malady, be provided for and treated in private dwellings in a manner 
which yields results satisfactory to themselves, and which causes little, if any, 
departure from the current of daily life of the families and the communities in 
which they are placed. In short, the system of providing, in private dwellings, 
for properly chosen patients has the sanction of an elementary instinct ; 1t 
acts. as a boon to many of the insane as well as to the rate-payers, and it causes 
no appreciable interference with either the performance of the duties or the 
enjoyment of the privileges of the general public.
